"The following message was received from the Governor, by his 
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secretary, Mr, Gibbons: 
Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 

Your assemblage at the Capitol of the State, in pursuance of 
the requirements of the law, and in accordance with the forms 
of the Constitution—clothed with the high powers of legisl:tion, 
touching the present and future prosperity of our common 
country, presents a suitable occasion for the expression of our 
gratitude to the God of the Universe, for the blessings of health, 
peace, prosperity and the abundant harvests, with which. through 


i the dispensations of His'kind providence, we have been blessed 


during the past year. 

Coming as you do, fresh from the bosom of the people, imbued 
with the brightest and latest confidence of your constituents, 
and being guided, as I have no doubt you are, by an enlightened 
perception of their several desires and interests, would seem in 
a great measure to dispense with the duty enjoined on me by the 
constitution. The duty, however, being enjoined on the Chief 
Magistrate, and that the Legislature may, at an early stage of its 
session, have a general view of the condition of the affairs of the 
State, [ proceed to give you such information of the State of the 
Government, and to recommend to your consideration, such 
measures, as in my judgement, are deemed necessary and expedi- 
ent at the present time. ‘ 

x Since the adjournment of the last regular session, the late 
; long continued depression and embarrassment of financial affairs 
throughout the civilized world, has reached to, and passed by, 
what we may have much reason to hope, and even believe, its 
i final crisis. During the fall and winter of the year, A. D. 1842, 
and the past spring, prices of every description of property fell 
do the lowest point, perhaps ever known in the history of our 
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country; but since that time prices’ have contitiued steadily, 
though slowly and gradually to advanee. Business has revived, 
Its revival has not been effected by fortuitous circumstances, or 
by speculative operations, or by expansion of a paper medium of 
currency; nor is it believed by me, to be owing to. any act of 
legislation of this State, or of the United States, or even of any 
Portion of the world favorable to commerce. It has been effected 
(in my opinion) by the natural order of thipgs. ‘Necessity has 
imposed on the votaries of idleness, prodigality, baseless specu- 
lation, banking and gambling, habits of industry and economy, 
Hence the revival of business, is the natural result of industry, 
economy and time, which have (aided by the Bankrupt Law) 
swept off a large portion of the debts and embarrassments of the 
people, created by the disasters of past idleness, prodigality, 
gambling and banking operations. Industry, economy and time 
have also accumulated, at the various considerable commercial 
points, in safe hands, operating in the regular and natural chan- 
nels of commerce, a large and unexampled supply of sound me- 
talie currency, and has conducted a reasonable portion of such 
currency into the pockets of industry, there to remain without 
danger of depreciation, until desired to he used in the common 
transactions of life. We have good reasons to indulge the hope 
that the revival of business, and the prosperity produced in the 
community thereby will be permanent, and to felicitate ourselves 
upon the dawn of a new, important and even glorious era in 
commerce and finance. We have but one serious obstacle, now 
apparent, that can arrest, in any limited period of time, the re 
turning current of our prosperity, that is the limited and delu- 
sive opinion, which appears to prevail, witha great majority of 
those who would (if they do not) govern the world, that they 
can advance the interests of the people in the respective coun- 
tries in which they live, by manacling commerce with protective 
tarif laws, and prohibitory impost duties, .We may expect 
with perfect certainty, the periodical recurrence of speculations, 
fluctuations and disasters, that will convulse the e tvilized world, 
until we adopt universal free trade, or Seriously approximate 
thereto; that is, to an unrestricted barter or, exchange, o of the 
surplus productions of one country for the. surplus productions 
of d'r Be this course of the trade, the wants of all, will be 
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supplied in'the digne, manner, ‘ahd | commerce, currency and 
. etédit/Will, be established: in natural’ ‘and permanént channels. 
_ The. fact: is to be regretted, that the Governiment of the United’ 
Sales, recarring to:the protectivé policy, which is regarded in 
“all ttle! countries, as one of the most odious features of aristo- 
cratic and despotic power, and held in utter abhorrence by the 


great-mass of the people, has lately (as has also nearly every 


important power of Europe, except Engl and)in the convulsive 
struggle to throw off the embarrassments of the times, increas- 
ed restrictions on trade, and has re-enacted tariff laws more 

- rigorous, oppressive and intolerable, than any which have here- 
fore existed in the United States. 


The asual'avocations of the people of the State and Federal 


Union, have not been disturbed by war, either foreign or domestic, 
for a series of years. On this account, as a nation, our destiny 
has been peculiarly fortunate. There must be some substantial 
cause for our exemption from intestine war, while, in most other 
' countries, that fatal scourge to good order, and to the great body 
of the people, has been so long and so often felt. I attribute 
_ our good fortune, in this particular, to the moral and intellectual 
* acquirements possessed by the American people. Intestine 
| commotion is an unerring evidence of the existence of an 
, oppressive government, and points with unfailing certainty 
| to the prevalence of a bad social system, or an imperfect po- 
Deal organization. Our revolutionary fathers, by a single, 
though long protracted and bloody, yet signal and glorious 
sifuggle, established a free and republican form of government, 
and left their descendants, the people who should follow after 
them, at perfect liberty to mould, at will, their own system o 
civil polity. This form of government and this liberty are in. 
valuable inheritances to every lover of civil liberty, and “equality 
of rights. It is the imperative duty, of the lovers of civil, poli" 
tical and religious liberty who inherit these inestimable blessings, 
and nióre especially those, in whose hands the administration of 
such government is from time to time placed, to perpetuate the 
inéstithablé blessing in all time to come. 

This important and critical, yet pleasing duty, devolves upon 
you, as the representatives of a free people. The measugjs by

which free government can be established and most successfully 
perpetuated are questions of great magnitude. Speculative 
writers, on the nature and proper elements of free gcverniment, 
have agreed, that civil rights and political power can only be 
safely extended tothe mass of any people, when general intel- 
ligence and pure morality have been widely diffused, and exert 
a conirolisg influence. Then moral and intellectual education 
are the means and the only means, by which free government 
can be perpetuated. " 

In the State of Mississippi, every free white male person who 
has attained the age of majority is armed with the right of suf- 
frage.—The fondamental law,and therefore the general legista- 
tien of the State, have all been made to present a similar aspect; 
they each regard all men as egual and seek to extend to all, an 
equal portion of power in the arrangement aad conduct of pub- 
lic affairs. In such a system of government it is obvious that 
education combining both moral and intellectual culture, is a 
matter of primary public interest, which requires and even ġe- 


| mands the assisiance and fostering care of ihe government of the 


State. — Edocaiionin republics or free governments, is not mere- 
ly the ornament of the politieal edifice; it is the foundation on 


\ which it stands. Indeed it is demonstrated by reason and expe- 
j rience and by the history and science of government, that edu- 
) cation is the basis, the main pillar and brace which supports. 


maintains and perpetuates republican government, and that 
without education, the fair and ever to be adored fabric of free 


` and republican government, must crumble into ruins, and must 
! crush in its disastrous fall. not only those, who, in false and fatal 


security, have taken up their abode within it, but also, may biast 
forever, the last prespect of the votaries of liberty and free gov- 
ernment throughout ihe world. Then, educdtion is indispensable 
to free government.—l am satisfied beyond reasonable doubt, 


 ihatthe wide diffusion of moral and intellectual education exten- 


ced to the masses of the peopleof the United States, and the con- 
troling infiuence which the same exerted over their actions and 
conduct, not only established, but also perpetuates the civil polity 
which has so long and so hapily prevailed in the Federal and 
State Governments. 
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The conflicts of opinion and the collisions of apparent adverse 
jaterests which do and forever may be expected to arise, under 
onr form of government, extending as it does its dominion over 
jalasge and extended territory and a great variety of pursuits, 
have in the United States hitherto been adjusted by enlightened 
"public opinion, exercised through ihe medium of the elective 
franchise and the tribunals established by the constitution 
and laws of the land. Even the occasional threats of armed 
: resistance to alledged wrongs, which have occurred in the United 
States, have uniformiy been condemned, by an enlightend and- 
dispassionate public judgement always speedily and happily sup- 

pressed and terminated without destruciive conflict. Far differ 
ent is the history of our neighboring republics. There the 
fierce civil wars that have raged andstill continue, with unabat- 
ed fury, arising, as 1 suppose, from their attempt to reconcile 
order with freedom, among people, the great mass of whom are 
uneducated, ignorant and immoral, presents to the mind a stri- 
king contrast to the peaceful and more eminently successful 
means by which all the legitimate ends of good zovernraent have 
been accomplished and perpetuated by the people of our repub- 
lic. In mv opinicn the difference in the progress of the two 
people, inhabiting the same continent, wili be found to have its 
origin in their widely different moral and intellectual education. 
I consider the establishment of schools and the promotion 
thereby of education in the United States, to be the only success- 
ful mode of perpetuating the present form of government, and 
that the adoption of this mode is as imperative a duty up- 
on [the administrators of the Federal and State Govern- 
ments, as is the duty to support and maintain the constitutions of 
the respective governments. Without the promotion of education, 
free government from its nature and'ipgredients, and being 
founded upon morality and intelligence, cannot be successfuily 
maintained. 
— “Lhe government of the United States has not been unmindful 
of the important duty enjoined on it by the form of the govern- 
‘ment, as to the subject of education. That common free schools 
might be established and the education of the youth might be 
promoted, the United States has donated, or at least reserved, 
in all the new states, to the people of each township one section 
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of land, and for the purpose of establishing higher grades o: 
. schools, for instance, Colieges and a University; it has made Hber- 
al donations. The United States having performed its part, 
with some show, at least of liberality, it now remains for this 
State__to.consummate the greats work. iff is useless ioexpect fo 
“promote education without some “Cost. Edueation is important 
d to the private interests of the citizen rand is a vital principle and 
7 an Indispensable ingredient in a republican form of government, 
, and cannot, from its nature, be obtained without a eost in some 
i, measure corresponding to its ulility and value. No pecuniary 
! aid has been extended to education by the iegisiation in this state. 
The legislature has heretofore entrüsted this important subject 
io the management and to the voluntary contributions of the ci- 
tizens of the state, aided alone by the reservations and donations 
of the federal government. Under this system, education has 
succeeded io some exient, even far better than could have been 
expected from such a erude and imperfect system, owing as Í 
. suppose fo the iiberai voluntary contributions of the citizens of 
\ thestate. Tet it has not succeeded so well as is desirable by ail 
* good citizens, and especiaily the votaries of free government.— 
‘There isa great number of individuals in this state, who are 
uneduented. “The census returnos of the year A. D. 1840 show 
that at that lime, there was about one fifteenth of the whole free 
f white population of the state who had passed the age of twenty 
years, who could not read and write. This must impose a pang 
` of regret on the reflections of the philanthropist and patriot. 
1 suggest to the legislature the propriety of aiering the sys- 
Pe em (if it can be called a system as it now exists in this state) and

. high and sacred duty, enjoined upon me by my official station, | 
- to present the subject of education in strong terms, ic the con- 
sideration of the legislature. Although the suggestion may bej 
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coppidezod rash, even ihdiscreet, by some; yet as. this message 
wijl in all probability, be- the last official act which I shall have 

i the honor to perform in the legislative councils of the state, I fee 

under the most sacred obligations te present the subject, so as 

pot to be misunderstood, and to urge its consummaticn. I there 
fore cheerfully make the suggestion and ferventiy hope that it 

j may be carried out. . 

f, Asa mode of establishing schools and promoting education in 
the state, I suggest to your consideration the propriety of estab 
ishing a common and primary free school, in each and every 

habited township in the state, under the direction of the law, 
ind the Boards of County Police of the respective counties, of 
such other persons as may be designated by the law—for six 
months in each year ai least, and of levving a tax on the per 
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"ons and property of the citizens cf the state suficient to defray 


the reasonabie expenses of such schools, when added to the pro- 
fits arising from the school lands in the respective townships.— 
E jg nniversaiiy admitted tfnat;educatign should be prometed., It 
"isdesirable thaf this shoald be done in the cheapest successful 
manner. I have suggested this mote believing that it will pro- 
mote education more successfully and at a less expense than any 

‘other mode. I would not presume to contend that the mode suz- 
gested, is without cbjeclion, but i fatter myself that objections 
which may be urged with apparent force and justice, will vield 
upon investigation. 

As I apprehend that the great objection that" will be urged 
against the mode suggested, wii be owing to its cost, and the 
burdens which it would impose on the people, 1 would antici- 
pate such objection aad presume to controyert it. lam free to 
admit, ia the outset, that the people of the state at present, labor 
under heavy burdens. I shall contend and endeavor to demon- 

irate that it will not increase the burdens of the people, but on 
the contrary, that it will diminish them. This objection would 
be removed, if the amount voluntarily contributed by the citizens 
yearly for the purposes of education could be accurately ascer- 
tained; this however cannot be done. I conjecture that the ag- 


gtegate contributions of the citizens both within and without the 
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state, would proatly exceed a million of dollars per year and tha: 
one half or more of the amount ie. annually expended in this 
state. By reference to the census returns of the United States 
of June, A. D. 1940, we have some data from which to ascertain 
the number of persons subject to tuition. from their age; and by 


' estimating the cost of that number, by the ordinary rates of tui 
' dion, we can come to a correct conclusion what that number of 


students should eost annually. We find by reference to such 


, census returns, that the number of persons in the state, who are 
' over five years of age and under fifteen years, and who onac- 


eount of their age, should be scholars or -sindents at school, is ° 
49,888. Upon the supposition, that the tuition of each of this 
number costs one dollar per month, and $12 per year (which is 
a very low esiimaie) the aggregate fotoen of the whole, would 
amount for one year to $596,652, and for six months, one half 
of that sum, amounting to $298,316 This shows pretty accu- 
rately what has been, or atleast whet should bave been the 
amouat of tuition for the year and for six months, and therefore 
what the volantery contributions of the citizens did er shout. 
heretofore have amounted to. Inthe mode suggested by me. 
upon the supposition, that each county in the state contains twen- 
ty inhabited townshios and upon the additional supposition that 
it would require $430 for each year, when added to the proceeds 
of the school laads of ech township to defray the expense of a 
school in each township, and one half of that sum ($200) for six 
months of each year, (which is a large estimete, and would pro- 
bably defray the expenses ofa school ina majority ofthe town- 
ships for one year.) ihe number of schools would be 1,140, and 
would cost annually aiax amounting 10 $458,000 and for one 
half of that time (six months) fer each year, one half of that 
amount say $229,000. Upon this bypcthesis it will be found. 
that the mode suggested by me will furnish 1,140 schools per 
year at $142,652 less cost than the present system does, or 
Should if the pupils or persons who shouid be, are educated, and 
would furnish the same number of schools for six months of each 
year at $71,316 less costthan the present mode. Besides the 
mode by me suggested would reduce fnition from $12 per year 
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to a fraction over seven dollars per year: "Then (he mode- sug- 
gested by me would, instead of increasing the burdens of the peo- 
ple, greatly diminish them. If so none would object to the mode, 
who would riot desire the burdens of the people to be con- 
tinued. 

Others may urge other objections for instance, that taxes 
would be imposed on some without a corresponding advantage,— 
This may be true in a penurious and limited sense. Itis true 
that some would have to pay school tax, who have no children 
toeducaie. This would be an expense without profit, to some 


, Áextent, but in an enlightened and just view ofthe subject the 


whole community, as weli those “who have not, as those who 
havechildren to educate, would be benefited. Edueation diffus- 
ed extends protection io the life, iiberiy and property of theciti- 
gens, by causing peace, quiet and stability ia the government, 
ihis besides guaranteeing liberty and making life more desirable, 
e1hances the value of the property of the citizen greatly beyond 
the amount of tax required to defray the cost of education. 

Some additional advantages wouid be attendant on the mcde 
suggested, and which would not and perhaps could not be en- 
pyedwithoutit. Forinsiance,educaiion would bs brought with- 
in reach of every cilizen, many of whom from their local situa- 
tion (although able to pay ordinary tuition) couid not without 
ths mode suggested, enjoy the advantage of schools. The great- 
est advantage that would attend ihe mode suggested, is that it 
would bring education within the reach of the poor, who are un- 
able otherwise fo obtain ihe benefit of education. By the free 
school mode suggested, education is extended to the children of 
the poor man, whether such man is poor by misfortune or other- 
wise, Zo Oe children of the bereaved poor widow, be the cause 
of her poverty what it may, and last though not least, to the de- 
seried and disconsolate poor orphan.. The’free school system, 
like republican government, considers ali equal and educates 
allequal. itexienós its enlightening influence to the youth of 
the country, rich cr poor, upon principles of perfect equality.— 
It makes the youth of the couniry, both the rich and the poor, 
moral and. intelligent alike, and makes them alike worthy and 
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useful. citizens. , It therefore qualifies ‘alike, the’ rich:sand -th 
poors when (ez. "attain; 19.the, age of majority and take. ‘Upon 
themselves the duties of citizens.ta manage, conduct and admin- 
ister their government upon-principles of equality, | and, fo exer. 
cise equal power, enjoy equal benefits from their govérnment. 
I flatter myself with the opinion, which to me is. very consol- 
ing, that if you establish a system of common and primary free 


* schools, that you will promote education in the state and that you 


è 
} willat the same time reduce the burdens which now heavily op- 
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press the people. Should you effect these great and very desir- 
able ok jects of promoting education and of reducing the burdens? 
of the people, I also flatter myself that the time is not very re- 
mote, I fervently hope that each of you may see the light ofthat day 
when the rich and the poor, with one voice, when your country’s 
voice will consider you the greatest benefactors of the age, and will 
thank you, even bless you for your most noble of all efforts.— 
"The most enviable position, the highest honor and the most en- 
during immortality, attached to the names and memory of our 
Revolutionary warriors, statesmen and sages for their struggle 
in obtaining by force from the hands of tyrants and establish- 
ing the blessings of a free and republican form of government.— 
The next grade of honor is in reserve and will wreath the brow 
of thosefwho are most active efficient and. successful i in perpetu- 
ating that inestimable blessing. In connexion with the subject 
of éómmon and primary free schools, I would ceall to your con- 
sideration the propriety of extending the necessary assistance of 
thestate, to the higher grades of schools, that is to Academies 
and Colleges, (of both publie andiprivate endowment,) and to the 
State University.

1 The principal debts of the state consist of the funded warrants 
i ofthe Auditor on the State Treasurer and the outstanding war- 
1 rants of the Auditor on the State Treasurer, and the first. instal- 
f ments of the bonds of the state issued under the provisions of the 
f charter of the Planters Bank of the state and the interest which 
has accrued on said bonds for several years past. lam unable 
to state accurately the amount of the liabilities ofthe state, owing 
in part to the deranged condition of the books in the office of the 
State Treasurer, caused by the neglect, defalcation and embezzle- 
ment of the late State Treasurer, Richard S. Graves, and to the ` 
fact that no account has heretofore been kept at the "Treasurer's 
office, of the state bonds issued on account of the Planters Bank 
and the interest accruing thereon—such account having been 
kept by the Planters Bank. I would here state that the present 
State Treasurer has so arranged the books of that office, that 
the same when brought up, will’ present the liabilities of the 
state accurately except as to the bonds of the state and the inter- 
estthereon.

Iisneionly anactof good faith in the state, but it is also, as 
I consider the interest of the state, ip discharge the debts now 
due, in the shoriest practicable period and io provide means for 
the payment of the debis not due, by ihe time the same fall due.

1 am advised thatthe question of taxation is a delicate subject. 
especially the subject of increased taxation. However delicate 
the sulject may be, it {in my opinion) imposes iísoM on the pen:

e ‘Phe revenue system of the State, as at present arranged by 
f law, is not (asi conceive) the best that could be desired.— 
In my opinion, the ad valorem system of taxation as to property, 
accords more strictiy with the principles of justice, than any 
other. Good government protects every species of property and 
its value, whether such property has a real or ideal value, jus- 
tice, ii would seem, requires that every species of property, in 

^ consideration of the protectiou it receives from the government, 
should contribute according to its value, to the support of the go- 
vernment which protects it.

, Don, very considerable in value, is not taxed at all. AH negro

It is a question of grave consideration whether the instraction of

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1 pernicious effects." The creation of competition in mechanical ; arte, 
,by an increase of the number of mechaics, is not injurious to the 
‘community or any portion thereof, the injuries seem to be the deg. 
'radation into which such course brings mechanical avocations.— 
“The course, at least, places the avocations of a large indispensible 
‘and worthy class of our citizens, whose avocations have cost them 
` considerable time and labor, and often money, upon a level with 
: those whose avocations are forced upon them by their crimes, and 
:asthe results of the penalties of the criminal law. I suggest (if 
‘the suggestion be practicable and comports with the interests of the 
institution and the State,) that the convicts be placed at some basi- 
ness which would be eqnally profitable to the State, and which wit] 
not atthe same time degrade the regular, upright and worthy me- 
chanics and their indispensable avocations. Lam aware that this 
js an important, as well as a delicate subject—I, nevertheless, sul- 
mit the same for your consideration and action. 

The Mississippi Rail Road Company has, or had some time 
since, a large portion of the scrip for stock in the Planters’ Bank, 
issued under the provisions of the transfer act. This circumstance 
shews that the State has indirectly an interest in the liquidation of 
the affairs of the Planters’ Bank. Lam advised that the Planters 
Bank,afier having run its reckless race of Joaning monby, as aw 
thorized by its charter, borrowed (without the authority scope or 
design of us charter, as I suppose) a large sum of money from the 
United States Bank of Pennsylvania, bas conveyed its effects to 
assignees or trustees fur the purposes of liquidation, as made known 
by the deed of assignment. I have been favored with the perusal 
of the deed of assignment. From a slight and brief examination 
of its provisions, I cousider that vast powers are confered on the 
assignees which endanger the interest of the State, and a great ma- 
jority of those who have an interest in the bank. Lam inclined to 
the opinion that if the assignees are possessed of the ordinary 
financial skill whieh usually appertains to bankers, and at the same 
time, are so inclined, that they may under the provisions of the 
deed, continue themselves in their places as assignees, and enjoy 
their salaries for twenty years or longer, and in the mean time con- 
vert the entire effects of the bank to.their own purposes, through 
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Ae medium A their;salaries. end. other: means provided’ for ir'the- 
deed. 2E 
The indirect-interest which the-State has in.the Planters’ Bank: 
requires of the Legislature investigation and'prompt action, so far 
its power exists. Ifthe State shall stand still and await the final: 
iquídation of the affairs. of the bank by the assignees under the 
rovisiong of the deed of assignment, I-would be inclined to appre- 
end thatthe rights of the State would be postponed to a remote 
riod, if not indefinitely. I would. recommend the passage of a 
aw providing for the appointment of commissioners on the part of 
he State, and those interested in the bank, to liquidate its affairs,. 
to revive the franchise in favor of such commissioners for purposes. 
‘of liquidation only, and also oust the bank of its corporate franchise. 
‘And Í would also recommend that the law should provide for the 
‘fling a bill in Chancery, to.set aside and to cancel the deed of as- 
Kessen, and annul the conveyance for all its purposes, if such 
&ourse should be found neeessary and practicable. I am inclined 
tothe opinion that however honest and fair the design of the con- 
Veyánce may have been, and however devoid of fraud in fact, the 
mind of ‘those who made the assignment may have been, that yet 
the deed has on its face certain badges of hardship, injustice and 
fraud in law, which may require a court of Chancery to decree 
be it shall be cancelled. 
Tn obedience to the provisions of the act of the 26th February, 
, D., 1842, accepting certain provisions of the act of Congress of 
he 4th September, 1841, I herewith submit a communication from 
entry Hamblin and William Peery, two of the commissioners ap- 
inted under the provision of said act of the Legislature of the- 
Roth Feb, 1842. Lalso submit for your consideration the report, 
s made to me by the commissioners appointed by me to select and 
eate a. quantity of land equal to one-thirty-sixth part of the land 
toutained in the Chickasaw cession within this State, in lieu of the 
ixteenth sections in said cession. The commissioners for these 
Fvices respectively have been engaged for the past two years, 
"he examination of these lands under these commissions is a very 
orious employment, and can onty be performed in the fall and 
inter seasons without great danger of sickness. For these, and 
thaps.other reasons, these portions. of the public service have 
progressed quite tardily. 
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Jtisaguesion well worthy of your consideration, whether the 
present law relating to the selection and location of these lands 
should not be amended, I would recommend that an additional 
number of commissioners in each commission should be appointed: 
and that each commissioner sliould have power to inspect, seiectand 
make locations without the aid or action of the others. By this 
course, the respective lands will be located within a reasonable time, 

and withont it, they will not. 

I submit for your consideration and action, Resolutions unan- 
mously passed by the Legislature of ihe State of Alabama, on tne 
subject of admitting the Republic of Texas into the United Sizice 
The people of the State of Alabama appear to be fully advised = 
the utility and propriety of the annexation of Texas io the Unite: 
States, and have through their resolutions given uncquivecal evi- 
dence of their opinions and desires. Iunite in opinion with the 
people of Alabama. in believing that the annexation of Texas to the 
United States, is not only indispensable to the institutions cf t2 
southern St ates, but also to the peace and commerce of the whee 
Union. In connecticn with these resolutions, i submit for your 
consideration the address of a citizen of the Republic of ‘Texas. 

i submit, herewith an account shewing the amount of mir 
ey drawn from the State Treasury, on acecunt of the conto 
gent expenses of the E Department, for the years A. P. 
1842 ani 18428, and the objects for which the same was espenga 
Several jast claims on the contingent fund have not been p preset ted 
and therefore remain unpaid. Considering that the Jaw oniy ccr- 
templates that the Executive shall have a Private Secretary during 
the session of the Legislature, I have not fult nore by 3 

to apply the contingent fund to the payment of clerks for servi 
in tie Executive Department, although 1 bad the ie preceden jt Of m 
predecessor for so doing. ; 

i submit an account current, shewing the amount of money 
drawn from the State Treasury under the provisions of the 2 
article of the appropriation act, for the year A. D., 1822, and ta? 
objecis to which the same was applied. The whole amount of the 
appropriation was drawn by me, and was not sufficient to pay the 
outstanding charges against the contingent fund. 


In the discharge of my daty, I have to recommend to your consid- 
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ération such measures as I deemed expedient and proper. It re- 
wins for your better judgment to approve or disapprove. 

About to retire from a participation in the affairs of the State 

vernment, and indulging the fond and confident hope that a hap- 
py destiny ` awaits our beloved State, I invoke of you the spirit 

of concession and compromise, and of the Great Ruler of the 

Universe to impart wisdom to the councils of the State, and to in- 
fluence your deliberations, that whatever you do may redound to the ` 
welfare of our State and beloved country.

Mississipp1 STATE PENITENTIARY, 
Inspecton’s EHoox, Jackson, Dec. 12. 1843. 


To His Excellency, T. M. Tucker, 
l Gorernor of the State of Mississippi: 
The undersigned, Inspectors of this Penitentiary, respéctfülly 
make the following report: 
It is proper, perhaps; ín the ‘very outset to ‘apprise "your "Es 
H 3 
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cellency of the reason why this, our “annual report,” i is made on 
the second. fastead of the first ‘Monday. en the Dissent month as 
is required of às by the statute, un 

` By à reference to the statute H. &.H. p. 731, m 37% 39, 
you, will perceive that the agent is required both to élose his an- 
nu&l account, and, to transmit his report to the Inspéetors, on the 
4th Monday of November. This, in practice, is found to be be. 
yond his power; the business of the Penitentiary having to pro- 
gress on account of the current year up to the 4th Monday ; the 
books requiring then, and thereafter to’be so adjusted a$ to com- 
prehend the whole; and the account to be subsequently made 
out from them; to say nothing of the. taking of inventories of 
stock, and tools, &c., which is a work of time and labor, makes 
it impracticable fcr him strictly to comply with this requirement, 
We have found it necessary at the close of 'each fiscal year to 
grant him further time to complete and submit his report to us, 
which, being to some. extent a basisfor our own, compels us also 
for afew days to transcend the period allotted us. 

We would therefore respeetfully suggest a change in this res- 
pect, giving to the superintendent at least a week between the 
time of closing his business transactions for the year, and that 
of laying his report befdre the Board of Inspectors. 

We would further, as a matter of convenience and great expe 
diency in the business of this institution, suggest another change, 
conforming the Penitentiary to the common year; making its 
business to close on the last day of December, and requiring the 
agent to report to the Inspectors on, or before the sixth day of 
January nextensuing. The annual report of the Board of In 
spectors could then within a few days be laid before either the 
Governor,or the committee 3i the Legislature on the Peniten- 
tiary. 

The difficulty in the way of the Superintendent above alluded 
to, may reasonably be expected to increase with the enlargement 
of the business of the institution. 

With respect to the present state and condition of. the prison, 
we have littieto say in addition to our communication made by 
request, to your Excellency on the 27th June last. - Our views as 
to the salubrity of its location and the salutary effects of the 
diet, regimen : and discipline herein enforced u upon the health ofits 
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imnátes; remain vurieliariged. Only One désth has occurred from: 
dilate within the’ past year; which fact; taken in connection with’ 
the’ depraved habits ‘and diseased condition of many at their en- 
ttance, speaks well for thé-Tocátion and management of the institu- 
tión in this respect. In 6ur Tast annual report, mention was made of 
thé defects, as we conceived, in the original construction of this pri. 
gon, relative to warmth in the winterseason. No provision was 
made for warming, or even drying the atmosphere, either inthe | 
calls, er the space intervening between the tiers. A temporary 
expedient of stoves- withing the-area between the rows of cells, 
has by order of the board been resorted to, with limited success. 

Such as it 1s, however, we are persuaded ft has wrought very ben- 
effcially upon the health and comfort of the prisoners, and upon 
(he interésts of the institution by preventing so great a loss of 
time-as formerly occurred from temporary diseases occasioned by 
coldand dampness among ‘the prisoners, 

The insufficiency of the walls, and the cost of guarding them 
were-mentioned im our communication above referred to, and 
need not here be rdpeated, We would only remark that we have 
had already too’ many- proofs: of the necessity of raising them 
higher. As at present they area continued source of temptation 
to the convicts, to attempt escape. ` In fact they do not even pro- 
tect the institution from the incursions of robbers from without. 

Your board would before this time have ordered the building 
of a hospital for the sick in’ accordance with the permission of 
the Legislature, had they not been persuaded for many reasons, 
that it could-not ‘result. so beneficially to .the institution as the 
adoption of-a different plan, contemplated in the construction of 
existing buildings, and which we respectfully suggest should: be 
carried out. The upper story of the main building is well adap- 

ted both to the comfort and €ntire security of sick prisoners, and 
" some of its apartments were or iginally designed for this purpose. 
They are at-present occupied by the families of the Superinten- 
dent, and, assistant Keeper: Wethink that ifa neat and tasteful, 
though. economical building, which need cost little more than one 
fo g hospital, were ereatéd oir the - grounds’ fronting the main 
building: of. thé Penitentiary, for the use of the family-of the Sus: ' 
petintendent; ‘and his’ présent dpartments' were converted "into a ^ 
hóipital;:the-conveniénce, cómfórt and. “‘gecdrity oÉ all, would þe” 
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promoted.far more than, they. are, by the.present.arrangment, 
Should this suggestion; which for reasons more, nhmerous . than. 
we haye space ta enymerate or feel. bound to make, be carried 
out, we would recommend further, that a definite portion of 
ground be set apart.and enclosed for the use of the. Superinten- 
dent as his garden, &c., the cultivation and products of which to 
be exc]usively for hisown account, and to be kept distinct from 
the residue pertaining and - ‘belonging to the prison, and to be 
used only for its support. 

It has appeared desirable to this board, for reasons given in 
our communication fo your Excellency above referred to, that 
the Penitentiary should have its articles manufactured for sale, 
exposed fo purchasers, more immediately within the business 
portion of our town. We make no doubt the. wisdom of the 
Legislature will lead them to the proper conclusions on this sub- 
ject. Some efforts have been made. by both the agent and the 
Board to carry out this scheme, but doubts as to the effect it 
might have under existing regulations, in regard to the bond of 
the agent, have deterred us from putting it in practice. 

It has also been in contemplation since a very early period of 
the past year, to introduce a Tannery and wool carding machines 
within the prison walls, but fears of transcending our powers,’ 
have caused us to defer for more explicit legislative sanction, these 
objects, otherwise desirable, as conducing to the pecuniary: inter- 
ests of the institution and the convenience of the community. 

Some preliminary steps have been taken in regard to both. 
The necessary buildings are in part built, though no expense be- 
yond this has been ineurrred, except the procuring of bark for 
the tannery, which can easily be sold: without loss, if that project 
is ultimately abandoned. 

As you will perceive by each and all our communications to 
your Excellency, this Board has constantly aimed at a diversion 
of the convict labor from the ordinary mechanical branches to 
some department of manufactures not coming so directly in col- 
lision with the interests of that class of our fellow citizens. 
Our views are fully exposed in former reports which have not as 
yetbeen laid before.the Legislature. If the State is prepared to 
incur the expense incident to the introduction. of: extensive ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of coarse, cotton. and; woollen. 
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igdods, balbig and-tope ‘from ‘raw tnatetiale‘gtown within our 
wn 'terrijory, the enterprise must, in our: View, under good man- 
agement; result advantageously to this institution, to the State, 

‘gad tothe more immediate community in every way. 
Fhe expense, however, must necessarily be serious, and the 
j people need not be surprised if the requisite: outlay far exceeds 
their anticipations., From information obtained by us from 
gotttees bést entitled to credit, an outlay ‘of fifteen thousand dol- 
lats for machinery and propelling power, will give employment 
to about 16 or 20 efficient hands. How the proportion of hands 
io the amount of outlay, would stand upon a still larger invest- 
ment, we are not quite prepared to say, but -suspose it would be

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-= The average pf the sick list may appear rather high after the 
accounts heretofore givenof the healthfulness of the prison and 
the sauative effects of the diet and regimen herein administered, 
Itis accounted for, however, by the faet that many enter the pri- 
son with eonstitutions impaired by a previous life of dissipation 
and irregularit ty, the subjects of diseases, which time and medi- 
eal aid alone can remove. More than one third of those now in 
confinement have been admitted during the past fiscal year of 
the prison, and come, in several instances, under the character 
above given. $ 
Itis not to be denied, however, that the diseases 80 genera. 
rH dace the country during ihe past summer, mvaded also the 
confines of this prison. First the influenza, and afterwards the 
common fevers of the more advanced season, did oceasion mc’: 
ickness for some time, and deranged very materially the bus 
ness of the institution. To these indeed, in connexion with tis 
small pox in February, which prevented the sale of our farmirz 
implements, and the incessant rains which have interfered sc zt- 
riousiy with the operations of the brick yard, are attribuiabie z: 
causes, much of the loss which characterizes the business tracs- 
actions of the me year. Only one convict has died of discas: 
the other deatn haying occurred from the perfotmance of wis 
the officer w * ceeasioned it, no doubt considered under the e 
cumstances, his duty. d 
The behavior of the convicts in general is gcod, and with cx 
„or two exceptions as io individuals, punishments are rare, Tre 
report of the Chaplain to us is very encouraging, and his views 
of the salutary moral influence of the discipline and instructiczs 
here afforded, fully confirmed as they are by the Superintenden'. 
will we think be a cause of high gratification to your Exceier 
cy; to the Legislature, to the advocates of the Penitentiary sys- 
tem, and to the friends of moral reform in general, Much utiin 
in this respect is ascribed by him toa small library of moral ac: 
religious books introduced by order of this Board early in ihe 
past year. The necessity of such a measure, and its known goci 
effects elsewhere in prisons, with the conduct of which your 
board were personally acquainted, were so. apparent as to leave 
no doubts of its propriety and expediency here, if well managed. 
Its prime cost was fifty dollars, which amcunt-we are sure has 
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been more than made up already tothe State, in the inereased in 
dustry, subordination, improved manners, and cheerful devotion 
to their duties of the convicts, since its introduction. Our “ Re- 
gister of crimes and. punishments” which is carefully kept, and 
regularly reviewed by us. affords the most convincing proof of 
these things.. These books are sought after with avidity, and 
that portion of the time of the prisoners which wouid otherwise 
be employed in vieious scheming, discontented brooding, or list- 
less idleness, is now most happily employed in advancing their 
moral and inteiiectual culture. 

The escape mentioned in the above statement,is a recent one, 
and was BEE mainiy by thedeficiency in the fastenings 
of the upper tiers of cells, the extent of which was not fully ap- 
preciated, tho’ it had frequently been pointed out by us. This 
defect in the ceil, however, would not have sufficed fot his escape 
had the outer wails afforded a proper obstruction. They were 
scaled by a very simple and easily constructed appliance, which, 
so long as they remgin of their present height and form will 
always answer such a purpose. We think that if these walls 
were raised only a few feet higher, and the top were then cover 
dein with a roof, and eaves projecting SE smoo:h ceiled sur- 


face beneath, some two feet within the wall, the present founda- 
Dons would still suffice, and the purposes Es whic a xey were 
built be attained without the heavy and, perpetual expense of 


guards upon them. 

We would very Ee fally submitto your Exce.lency the 
propriety of asking the legislative sanction in behalf of this in- 
stitution, not only so far as to the modifications and improvements 
in and about ils own premises, which have been already mer- 
tioned, but, that the Su perinfendent may be alowed to contract 
with the commissioner of public buildings for the enciesing. gra- 
ding, laying out and planting the grounds around the capitol, or 
to perform any other work which the pubiic improvements may 
require. This, together with necessary wgrk on the prison v alis 
—ihe building of a house for the Superintendent or hospital— 
the erection, or completion of buildings for machinery, &c., 
should the Legislature determine to introduce it, will afford occu- 
pation, such as is at present very desirable, as a means of diver- 
ting the labor of the convicts into a new, and unexceptionable 
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channel, preventing the still farther pecumplation of manufac- 
tured [ articles, already too large." i 

" As Fespects the pecuniary ‘condition of this institation and its 
transactions of this character, during the past year, ‘this Board 
have to regret a degree of inability which they could not reason- 
ably have anticipated, in making a clear and satisfactory exhi. 
bition. The absence of the Superintendent at this time, alto. 
gether unexpected as it was by us, renders it impracticable, with- 
out further &xplanation by him, of the very indefinite and incom- 
Plete report which he has submitted, to do him justice in the pre- 
mises. We can, therefore, only subjoin a general statement taken 
from the Clerk's books as closed on the 27th ultimo, leaving the 
report of the agent to us, (herewith accompanying and to which 
we beg your Excellency’s reference) to account,so far asit will, 
for the balance hereon appearing.

— This exhibit of Superintendent, as will be perceived, shows 
a very different state of the finances from that above, and in 
fact itis due to him to explain that some heavy balances, due 
from last year to officers and others, but paid this year, and in- 
cluded among the current expenses on the Clerk’s books, and 
in the above statement should form an item of credit against the 
lalance. Also the sum of $4015 00, the amount of the current 
account of the State with the institution for 1843, should be pla- 
eed to the credit of the institution, so far as it is. made for per- 
manent improvements. For the reasons. above given, we are 
unable to specify the precise amount. It will unquestionably 
be found by the report, and i inventories of the agent to the Au- 
ditor (wnen made} that the amount of property now on hand 
belonging to the institution is greater than at the close of the 
preceding year, both in the department of manufactured articles, 
and in that of stock, furniture, &c., in use and for manufactures

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 
To the Board of Inspectors of the Mississippi State Penitentiary, 
GENTLEMEN: 

I have continued to preach and lecture on the Scriptures to 
the convicts,as my manner has usually been, and must say, 
that I have the present year met with more than ordinary en. 
couragement. The conduct of the convicts during divine service 
is respectful, and many appear to be deeply interested in those 
things that relate to their salvation. We have many evidences 
of a change for the better. Many are anxious to engage in re- 
ligious conversation, and seem resolved to try to understand the 
Scriptures better, and to profit by the knowledge they gain. 
During the past year, six have publicly professed faith in the 
Redeemer, and have been baptised; besides others, who have, or 
professed to have experienced a change of heart; some relying 
on their infant baptism, and others feeling a reluctance to be 
baptised while in the prison. Since I have been Chaplain I have 
baptised thirteen, and I do not think that number more than half 
of those who profess faith in, and attachment to the Saviuor. 
Exclusive of those who have-been baptised, thirty-one have 
promised me that they will lead a different and better life for the 
time to come than they have heretofore done. Unless] am very 
much mistaken, there is, and has been a gradual reformation 
working among the convicts. Through the politeness of the 
worthy Keeper, Maj. Weir, I have free access to the convicts in 
their ceils, and have often been delighted to hear them ask ques- 
tions whereby to gain a more perfect knowledge of the Holy 
. Scriptures, and to express their firm resolution to lead a ciffer- 
ent and better life than they have heretofore done. Much of 
the reform already accomplished, is owing to that humane, ju- 
dicious and excellent resolution passed by your Hon. Board, 
grantms them a small library, from which they have drawn 
books at once both interesting and instructive, on the subject of 
morality and religion. Ever since that library was granted, I 


have seen a marked change for the better. I must acknowledge, 
that I have preached to no congregation of the same number 


where I anticipate more good being done than to the convicts in

tion with which the Assistant Keeper has aided me in carrying 
outypy prescriptions, 

A their vigilance and attention to the free ventillation and 
cleanly condition of the prison, may be mainly ascribed the pe. 
culiar immunity from disease which the convicts have enjoyed 
during the past summer. ' 

I allude, of course to the acute form of disease and more par- 
ticularly to fever, for it cannot be supposed that among the in- 
mates of a Penitentiary, entire absence of disease could at any 
lime, under any circumstances exist; too often they enter the 
prison the victims of disease, engendered by a life of vice and 
dissipation, which death alone ean cure. Our own has, I presume, 
its share of standing invalids, upon some of whom, it is probabie, 
cures can never be effected. Much suffering was occasioned by 
the epidemic influenza, which made its appearance in the prison 
about the last of July, and placed at one time, near half the con- 
victs on the sick list. Shortly after the disappearance of this 
epidemic, a very violent form of dysentery attacked some eight 
or ten of the prisoners, all, however, with one exception, recor- 
ered. This individual was at one time convalescent, but from 
some imprudence of hisown, relapsed and died a few days after. 
His death is the only one which has occurred from disease du- 
ring the present year.

& Should your Excellency deem the subject of sufficient impor- 
stance, I should be pleased for you to call tbe attention of your Le- 
sgislature to it, or have it submitted to the Board of Directors of 
¿your State Prison for their consideration and report. 

The spinning and weaving of hemp by steam and water power, 
iis comparatively of recent origin, and as yet but little extended — 
‘ithaving heretofore been spun and wove by hand, which is still 

«continued in the hemp' growing districts of country. The cost of 
qmanufacturing by steam or water power is gréatly less, while the 
aquantity is much greater, and the quality, if required, greatly supe- 

. tior to any made by hand. . . 

The machinery for making bagging and rope requires to be 

« made strong and durable, and in every way suitable to the produc- 

‘tion of a heavy and good article. The management of the spin- 
des, looms, and of the preparatory machinery is simple, and in a 
private establishment, one half of the operatives might be girls and 
bays of from 12to 15 years of age. But, so stout is the machine- 
ry, and so coarse is the thread, and so simple the work, that I know 
ot no kind of manufacture better suited to the labor of convicts 
‘than this; and it is also of that description which is not likely to in- 
&erfere with the occupations of the mechanics in the vicinity of the 
Penitentiary, generally a cause of so much complaint against state ) 
prisons: 
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PROPOSALS, &c. 

lam willing to supply the state with one steam Engine and 
boilers of 20 horse power—to have made the necessary preparatory 
machinery, and also the necessary number of Ureakers, carding 
en¥ines, spindles, looms, &c., sufficient to produce 1000 yards of 
hempecotton bagging 44 inches wide per day; to have the whole 
delivéred at Jackson, Miss., and put up ready to run under the di- 
rection of a competent machinist, for the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars, and to give the necessary vouchers for the fulfillment of 
contract. 

To manage this amount of machinery will require the labor of 
about 30 hands, and a superintendent at a salary of about 11 to 1260 
dollars per annum. 

Torun the steam engine will require the use of two cords o; 
wood perday. Any intelligent hand, or convict can, in a few days. 
be taught by the Eazineer who puts up the Engine to mind it. or 
to attend it with perfect ease, and at the same time kerp up the fire 
in the furnace.

If we suppose the average price of superior hemp bagging at

' To produce one ton of bale rope per day will require the labor 
of six hands, or perhaps at first nine hands. The rope machinery 
{Ñ estimate and propose to supply and put up ready to run at Jack- 
son for the sum of one thousand dollars: The services of a machi- 
ist, whom J should engage to put it up, could teach the convicts in 
month or two how to manage it till they could conduct it under 
* tlie direction of the general Superintendent. ‘The wages of such a 
machinist would be from one dollar and fifty cents to two doilars 
per day. 

The same steam engine which propelled the bagging machinery 
would also answer to drive the rope works. The cost of the hemp 
for the rope would be about thesame as that for the bagging. The 
cost of spinning the yarn for the rope would be about 14 cents per 
fb. The laying or twisting the rope would be about 4 a cent per 
fb. more, and allowing 4 a cent for other expenses and the total 
cost ofthe article would be about 61 cents per lb. Lam told recent 
experiments have proven that as good hemp could be grown in 
Mississippi as in any part of the world. It is possible, if you had 
local means for manufacturing it, a demand for it might so far 
spring up as to increase its. cultivation, and thus render the people 
of your state less dependent upon other sections of the Union for 
articles of such extensive consumption. 

A suitable house for the manufacture of bagging by steam would 
require to be 40 feet wide, by 60 feet long, and two stories high, and 
so plain in itsstructure as to be readily built by the convicts them- 
selves at inconsiderable expense. For the rope factory a wooden 
shed of a suitable length, could also be built by the convicts, and so 
arranged as for the rope to be twisted by steam power from the en- 
gine of the bagging room. 

Some parts of the bagging machinery have been much improved 
in England for the use of the Scotch Manufacturers at Dundee.— 
These portions I should expect to import. 

I would propose to have the whole built and delivered and put

the Legislature, approved the 26th of February, 1842; beg leave 
to hand you a report of the progress we have made in locating 
lands since our last report to your Excellency. Owing to the 
reasons assigned in our former report, we did not commence op- 
perations until the 16th of October -last;—continaed working in 
the woods until the 2d inst, at which time we commenced our 
report to the Secretary of State, and on the 4th inst. we comple- 
ied and mailed it at Victoria Miss. a post office situated on the 
bank of the Mississippi river. From the facility with which the 
mail is transported from Victoria to this place by steam power 
all the way, our report ought to have reached this place in less 
than forty-eight hours from the time it was mailed. 

Owing to the facility and certainty of transporting the mati 
frm Victoria to Jackson, and also the difieulties in travelling. 
and the inciemency of the weather, wo thought it advisalne to 
transmit our report to the Secretary by mail, having every con- 
Sdence in our report reaching the Secretary "o duc time for him 
to be able to furnish us with the necessary documents to enable 
us to report to your Excellency,as required by the statute in thet 
case made and provided. But it appears (lor some cause um 
known to us) that our report did not reach the Secretary in time 
sufficient toenable him to furnish us with the necessary docu- 
ments to report to your Excellency as the law directs. There- 
fore we beg ihe indulgence of the State to allow us to report to 
vour Excellency so soon as the Secretary can furnish us with 
those documents. 

We have confined our locations to the Chochuma District, 
and between. the Mississippi and the Sunflower rivers. We

And the other Twenty Members of Congress who addressed. “the 
epe of the Free States Ap the: Union,” remonstrating against. ` 
the Annexation of Texas to the American Union. 

Àn humble citizen of Texas has read your address with all 
_ the care and attention, which so important a document deserves, 
and knowing that the question has.not correctly been stated to 
the people of the United States, he addresses to you this reply — 
‘He does not charge upon you a wilful misstatement of the facts, 
because he is satisfied of the facts you are not yet fully informed. 

He does not charge upon you a wilful misconception of the bear- 
ings of the question, because your own address shows, that the 
‘question of slavery so fully oceupied your ininds, and controlled 

4your judgment that you had not considered it in all those impor- 
dant points in which it. may legitimately te viewed —in which 

i ought to be viewed, and in which, time and events will yet com- 
pal the statesmen of your country to view it. I regard the Tex- 
ag question as tntimately connected with the preservation of the 
^ American Union. A storm is now in embryo growing out of this 
Texas question, which, unless arrested by the united power of 
E Pu whole country, must result in the dissolution of your Union 
mor the questions involved affect the slave-holding States in a

The name of Adams stands bright among the brightest 
on the page of history. ås a champion of the American Revo- 
lution, John Adams was second to no one. As a statesman—a 
diplematist—and a pure patziot, I regard John Quincy Adams 
as distinguished among the most distinguished who ever lived, 
and however uncompromising he may have been or may still 
continue to be on the subject of slavery, I cannot believe that he 
will be otherwise than willing to give an impartial hearing to 
the just complaints of a gallant people who are “bone of his 
bone and flesh cf his flesh,” and whose parents side by side with 
hisown, stood shoulder to shoulder m the darkest hour of the 
Revolution in resisting the claim of Great Britain to sovereignty 
on the American soil.

In your opening address you say the voluntary assistance ren- 
dered by tlie people of the United States in aid of the Texian 
_ Revolution was to * freebooters and insurgents," and you treat 
the Revolution of Texas as unprincipled and unjustifiable. In 
' answer to this, I ask your candid and impartial-attention to the 
brief statement of facts which I will present to you. 

Up to the period of 1821, when Col. Austin commenced his 
plan of colonizat'on, Texas, from San Antonio to the Sabine, was 
& vast wilderhess, and no one better than Mr. Adams understands 
that the cause was Spanish fear and jealousy. w hich induced the 
| government of Spain to prohibit all settlements in order to pre- 

serve it as a barrier to what she regarded the encroaching spirit 
of the people of the United States. ‘The successful revolution of 
Mexico brought about a change of policy. The new govern- 
ment became anxiously desirous for the settlement of the coun- 
try, and as their own population was ¢llogether inadequate to 
the purpose, tho bardy and enterprising of the United States 
were invited, and the most liberal promises of land and protec- 
iion were assured to them. The Americans came, and encoun- 
tered dangers and difficulties which no pen can describe. They 
drove by their own unaided prowess the savage Indians from the

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country, and in a few short years from the Sabine to the Nueces; 
farms, and villas, and. improvements of every kind, were the 
wifnesses, of their industry and their enterprise. Overa surface 
ot. 500 miles an industrious, and hardy, and law-abiding’ people 
rere seen settling and improving, and the whole appeared as the 
| pork of magic. Unfortunately for the people of Texas, British 

+ pence then prevailed in the councils of Mexico; and that in- 
gence was successfully exerted against the people of Texas.— 

g ‘The American character was but little understood in Mexico.— 
T. ey were à people Ignorant in the extreme, and the most en 
De tened among them knew, but little of the people whom they 
bad invited to settle their soil. Taking advantage of this ignor- 
e ee, the British influence in Mexico readily turned the Mexican 
guthorities from friends into open and avowed enemies of the 
bottlers in Texas. They directed the attention of the Mexican 
^ ernment to the enterprising character of the Americans— 
Beeinted out the wonderful spirit for emigration that existed 
among them. Pointed out the settlement of the United States— 
a acquisition of Louisiana and Florida, and finally induced the 
bet that the Mexican sovereignty had every thing to fear from 
he emigrating and restless, raving character of the Americans. 
ip less than ten years after the commencement of the settlement 
of Texas, the law of the 6th of April, 1830, was passed by the 
M exican Congress, forbidding the further settlement of the citi- 
» ens of the United States in the country—and forbidding their 
P aring the country without proper passports from the proper 
paihoriies while at the same time the people of all other coun- 
i rios were not only permitted to come, but invited to settle in the 
peuniry. "That this was a flagrant violation of every principle 
justice and good faith, you will allow, and it was particularly 
unjust to the citizens of Texas, nearly the whole of whom were 
froe the United States. They had left a good government, their 
khome and their friends, to settle a wilderness—relying on the 
Bplighted faith of the new government, aad now they were to be 
` d - from their friends, no more of whom were to be permitted 
to settle in the country, and nothing was left them but to abandon 
he country, or remain a mere handful among that ceaseless tide 
bor European emigration, which it was then supposed would flow 
m the country—aliens to them in manners, customs; and insti- 
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tutions. Not only was this law passed, but in many instances it 
was harshly executed. A company of near one hundred persons 
from Tennessee, came into Texas to settle, in what was termed 
the Nashville Grant, under a contract made in 1827, and which 
would not expire until 1833. They were seized by the military 
and rudely expelled the country. In numberless instances the 
same course was pursued, and too few in peint of number to ren- 
der their comp:aints respectable, the colonists had to submit in si- 
lence. This was all ihe work of British inflaence, operating on 
eitizens of your government, which disregarded their complaints 
and extended no redress. In confirmation of what I say, [ refer 
to the minister, and to the intelligent persons of your country, 
who were at Mexico at this period, and who took an interest in 
watching the workings of British influence on American inter- 
ests. lalsorefer you to the Secret Report of Mr. Alaman made 
to the Mexican Congress about the same time, in which he enters 
et large into a description of the American character—describes 
their settlement in the American wilds—speaks of their roving,- 
restless character—points out (as he says) their settlements in 
Louisiana and Florida, and how, finally, they robbed France 
and Spain of each. Ie then proceeds to speak of the settlements 
in Texas, and says to the Congress, that if the American settle- 
ments are longer permitted in Texas, the result would be as in 
Louisiana and Florida, and recommends their being driven from 
the country. Thisdocument was forwarded to the British go- 
verament aid laid before Parliament, on which a most exciting 
Gebate arose, and it was there and, then proposed by the British 
statesmen, among whom was Sir Robert Wilson, to give the aid 
of ihat government to Mexico in expelling the Americans from 
Texas. Backed by this influence, Mexico did prepare for that 
purpose. She immediately increased the number of her posts 
and troops in Texas. Troops were stationed at Nacogdoches, 
Anahuac, Tenoxticlan, Velasco, Gonzales, Victoria, Goliad, Re- 
fugio, San Patricio and Bexar, and positive orders were issued 
to Gen. Terran “io drive every cilizen of the United States be- 
yond the Sabine.” Although the Americans at this time would 
not have numbered more than two thousand men, yet they were 
no less an object of terror to the Mexican troops than to the Mex- 
ican authorities. They had aided them in their first struggle 
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for TT in 1812 and 713—they had often whipped the 
E oy lists ten to one, and they had driven the tomahawk and 
kalping knife, for refuge, beyond the mountains. To encounter 
fesch men in fair fight was not to be thought of, and stratagem 
à g to have been resorted to. Their various military posts 
re to have been gradually increased in numbers throughout 
? country, and when a sufficient number of troops had been in- 
" dg oduced, and the unsuspecting colonists were thus gradually 
Milisurrounded and cut off from each other, they were to have been 
pized and sent beyond the Sabine. The opening scene com- 
Bü'inenced by the annulling, by Gen. Terran, of the elections in the 
EMunicipality of Liberty, and the removal of the seat of justice 
mero his own military post at Anahuac, and there holding, under 
p orders, a new election.

This was in 1832. The civil war in Mexico, then raging, pre- 
ented any new troops from being sentto Texas, and when Santa 
ei Anna finally crowned his resistance with success, the people of 
D; Texas very naturally supposed they had nothing to fear from 
him, whose cause they had espoused. "They were warned from 
»time to time that he was also a Mexican, and that he would 
prove the uncompromising enemy of Texas. The event justified 
the information, and in 1835, after having overthrown the con- 
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stitution of 1824, Santa Anna recommenced carrying out the 
original Mexican project. Troops were again gradually intro- 
duced into the country. Gen. Cos issued his proclamation for 
the citizens to meet him at Goliad, and have their land titles 
submitted to the inspection of a military tribunal, and several 
citizens were required tu be arrested and sent tc Matamoras for 
military trial, without any distinct charge being preferred against 
them. Santa Anna in the meantime, was at San Luis Potosi or- 
ganizing an army for the invasion of Texas, and as his publica- 
tions stated, for the purpose of driving every American beyond 
the Sabine. Our arms were also required to be surrendered, re- 
taining only one for every five hundred men, and when the peo- 
ple took up arms, it was for the purpose of repelling this most 
unjust and remorseless tyrant, appointed to execute a most un- 
holy decree. And now,l ask of you, if any people who ever 
revolutionized, had the same just cause of complaint. And Task 
of you, who defend your own revolution only on the grcund of 
the necessity of resistance to dangerous principles—if you have 
not done to Texas great wrong in the manner in which you 
have represented the objects and causes of her revolution; and 
if you have not most unjustly complained of an assistance ren- 
dered toa most cruelly injured and oppressed people—a people 
whose gallant bearing has placed the American chivalry in so 
bright relief befcre the world, and whose proud destiny is even 
now reflected by the light of victory on their successful arms. 
Your argument against the annexation of Texas, is based sole- 
ly on the ground that she is a slave-holding country, and that it 
would be perpetuating and extending an institution to which you 
are so much opposed. The prominent positions you occupy for- 
bid the idea that you are otherwise than sincere in your decla- 
ration, but i feel assured that it will require all of your eminent 
talents even to give plausibility toa proposition which I hold te 
"be altogether untenable. Texas when she adopted her Consti- 
tution, bad an exceeding sparse population, and she had the 
most extensive cotton and sugar growing country in the world.

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you continue te refuse you are now warned, that rendered des. 
pérate in lier conditign, Texas may yet feel compelled to change 
her constitution, and to invite emigrants from the Islands with 
their slaves, to settle the country. It is pow urged by many and 
bya very numerous party, that if the citizens of the United 
States are permitted to come here and settle with their slaves, 
that common justice and sound policy require that we should 
permit the people of all other countries to do the same. This 
course would soon bring our country into notice as an agricultu- 
ral country. Our lands would soon bring tbe highest prices— 
we would soon outstrip the United States in the culture of cotton, 
and instead of bsing their rivals, our Es climate and better 
soil would drive a large portion of your country fom the cul.

That the plan exists and is intended to 
be carried out at some future day, I have no doubt. You will 
find it intimately connected with the Oregon question; and you

Thelandsin the immediate vicinity of the route afford 
timber in abundance, generally of a good quality. and of all kinds 
necessary to be nsed inthe construction. In nearly every locality 
there may be conveniently obtained long leafed pine, post oak or 
cypress for mud-sils;—and for cross-lies, post oak chesnut, sassafras 
or locust. Stone is not abundant, and an extensive use of it-as a ma- 
teríal is not contemplated. ` 

The expense of Iron materials, being about two thirds of the 
entire cost, is estimated according to prices in the United States, in- 
cluding import duty and transportation. Should congress by law 
authorize this State to import the requisite iron free of duty, the 
cost would, of course, be diminished by so much asthe duty en- 
hances the price. .

The high water of the Mississippi River rendered it impossible 
to execute, at that time, the remaining work which the law requires 
the Topographical Engineer-to perform, and report thereon to this 
Legislature, to-wit: the survey from Ellis Cliffs to the mouth of 
Buffalo Bayou. And the great amount of labor required to make 
the calculations, projections, &c., of the four hundred miles of sur- 
vey completed, has demanded the utmost industry af Se under- 
signed until the present time—it having been impossible to make 
that survey without leaving incomplete the calenlations of the sur- 
veys herein reported. The undersigned, therefore, most respectful. 
ly asks to be allowed to make that partof his labors, the subject of 
a separate report, to be-rendered to your honorable body as soon as 
the work can be performed ; to which he designs proceeding with- 
out delay. 

In the absence of specific directions relative to the location ofthe 
levee, I had no alternative but to exereise my best discretion, and 
employ every means available, to ascertain the most eligible route 
whereon the levee could be constructed so as to accomplish the de- 
sign of the Legislature, at the least expense to the State.

As no warrants are issiied cz 
them, we call them allowances made “without warrant” 

There is, however, one class of claims, on which I have mags 
partial allowances, for which Í have no express authority by 
state; but their allowance has depended on an inferential an 
thority. 1 allude to allowances which have been made to tax 
collectors, for State and county tax on lands bid in by them for 
the State, under the revenue act«f 1842—their commissions on 
the amountof such sales, for executing deeds to the State, ani 
for printer's bilis against them for advertising sales. 

The grounds of this.iuferential authority are as follows: The 
collectors are charged with the scho/e amount ef the assessments 
of their respective counties, Bufas by the law of 1842, the 
lanjs of defaulting tax payers had to be sold, and if mo perscn 
bid theamount of taxes, they were compslled to bid them in and 
deed them to the State; and then report to the Auditor tke 
amount of tax sseunred by such sale. As they had not collected 
such tas, but secured it by the purchase of the lands, it was um- 
questicnably right, that they should be eredited for the amount, 
Yet the law, no where, expressly, authorizes the allowance. 
Again—by the law, the collectors were required to sell the Jon? 
|i for the taxes and costs of sale, meluding the cost of adzerlizing? 
And they were alloWed 5 per cent. commissions on the amountof 
sales. This item,J dave allowed, because, by law, the collector 
are entitled toit. Yet, no where docs the law eqpressiy say, ibs 
Asditer shall allow it. Again, the law allowed the collectors 
five dollars for each tax desd that they should exeeute, to be paid 
by the gurchaser of the land. Although the State was the pur- 
” chaserpyet the law does not say expressly, that the Auditor shall 
allow the collectors these fees. Again, the law required the cc? 
lectors to advertise the sales of these lands in some newspaper 
published in the county, or, if there were none in the county. 
then in the nearest newsprper. That the Legislature expected 
this advertising to cost something, is évident from the fact, that 
they were required to sell for "taxes and costs of sale, including 
the cost ef advertising.” ‘The collectors, in obedience to the Taw, 
contracted for advertising these sales; and those with whom they 
contracted, looked to them fog;payment. Athe collectors could 
not pay, unless I would credit them with the amount, unless they

. newspapers threatenell ic withhold the proof of publication—(a 
ehcumstance which «would have defeated the law, and involved 
the State in great-loss,and the collectors in roin,} if a part, at 
least, of their-claims were not paid. From the above eonsider- 
atoms, [conceive ‘i acted out the spirit and intention of the law, 
f.i was forced to do so, by unavoidable necessity.

We agree with the majority, that the enquiries proposed, com- 
mend themselves to our consideration in a legal point of view; but 
to not think, that policy and expediency should be lost sight of — 
On the contrary, we think they should be much relied on in aid of 
& proper appreciation and correct understanding of the legal ques- 
tion. Conceding, however, the question to be purely a legal one 
we must still dissent. On the 4th day of September, 1841, Con- 
gress passed an act, by the terms of which 500,000 acres of land, 
was donated tothe State of Mississippi, for purposes of Internal 
Improvement. By the 9th section of that act, it is provided “that 
the lands herein granted to the States above named shall not be 
disposed of at a price less than one dollar and twenty five cents 
‘per acre, until otherwise authorized by a law of the Untted States; 
and the nett procceds of the sales of said lands shall be faithfully 
Applied to objects of Internal Improvement within the States afore- 
said respectfully, namely: Roads, railways. bridges, canals, and 
improvement of water-courses, and draining of swamps: and such 
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ronds, railways, canals, bridges, and water-courses, when made or 
improved, shall be free for the transportation of the United States 
mail,and munitions of war, and for the passage of their troops, 
without the payment of any toll whatever. “On the 26th day of 
February, 1842, the Legislature of this State passed an act accept- 
iag the donation in tue following words: “That the provisions of 
the 8th section of the above recited act of Congress, whereby 500, 
000 acres of land are granted to the State of Mississippi, be and 
the same are hereby accepted upon the terms and conditions, and 
for the purposes specified in the said 8th section, and also in the 9:h 
section of the said entitled act of Congress; and all the proceeds 
of the sales of said lands are hereby appropriated according to the 
conditions, and for the purposes prescribed in said act of Congress.” 

From these acts, it will be seen that although the terms of the 
compact are absolute and unconditional, yet the restitution of title 
in the State of Mississippi is coupled with the execution of a high- 
ly important trust; and though it may be true that fo invest the 
proceeds of this land in works of internal improvement, they 
must first be realized by a sale, it doesnot hence follow that any 
kind of sale within the discretion of the Legislature may be resort- 
ed to. 

That the title to these lands is in the State of Mississippi, is true: 
That the Legislature has the power to order a sale of these lands, 
and a reception of the proceeds, is equally true: But, she holds 
the title as irusiee, and must sell and appropriate the proceeds in 
conformity with the trust. We may not be answered by saying, 
that though the Siate is érustee, she is also the cesiui que irusi.— 
For the whoie beneficial interest, does not belong io her. The 
people of the entire Union are beneficially interested. The United 
States Government is a beneficiary. The terms of the act of Con- 
gress shew this, by making the roads, canals and rivers free for 
the transportation of wails, troops, and munitions of war. The 
State, then, occupies the position of every other irusiee, She 
must sell in pursuance of the trust deed; and for the purposes there- 
in specified. Any other course would be a violation of sound 
law, good morals, and public faith. We cannot dispose of these 
lands for lessthan $1 25 peracre. In what species of funds must 
this price be received? Gold and silver is the answer, If we 
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wa receive Auditor’s warrants, the State bonds or coupons, in pay- 
mnt, what is thereto prevent a reception of cattle or negroes? If 
fa contract of cession and acceptance may be violated with impu- 
in one particular, who shall say it may not be disregarded in 
ito? If we may sell these lands in payment of the general debts, 
ut the consent of Congress, by a parity of reasoning, we may 
pve for 50 cents per acre, without the consent of Congress. 
And yet, no one will say the latter may be done. This State can- 
s asume to judge what will be an equivalent of gold and silver; 
de must act as she has agreed to act when in 1842 she accepted 
the donation, and assumed upon herself the execution of the trust. 
There will be no necessity of retaining in the treasury the spe- 
at funds realized by a sale of these lands. Works of internal 
improvement of the most important kind, are demanding the spee- 
Get attention at our hands. With a knowledge of this fact, the 
plicy and inexpediency of an appropriation of (e proceeds: of 
this land i in any other manner, may well be considered in connec- 
tom with our right to do so. That we have not the absoluie right 
i» make a disposition of them for purposes different from those 
cmjained in the act of Congress, will be readily conceded. How 
thea can we assume to do that by mere power as a community of 
sa, which no one man, having the slightest regard for his integri- 
ty ox honor, would dare attempt? 
The minority of said committee do report it as their opinion 
that said lands cannot be sold for any thing but gold and silver.

Mz Srzaxzx— The joint select committee appointed to enquire 
into the condition of the Sinking Fund, and the situation of the 
Planters Bank and Mississippi Rail Road Company, have in- 
structed me to make the following report: 

The committee commenced their investigation immediately on 
the adoption of the resolution by the Legislature, and finding it 
necessary to repair to Natchez, to pursue the inyestigation 
more fally, left tbis E on tbe 17th i instant, and on the following 
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day ‘dttived’in the ‘city of Natchez, and iramediatély ‘notified the 
officers: of the banks of their business, who politely furnished your 
committee with every facility in the investigation. 

Your committee proceeded. first to the investigation of the Sink- 
ing, Fund, and found that the whole amount of the fund is $715,- 
957 54 including interest up to the first day of January, 1844; 
of which sum your corimiittee estimate $223,308 55, as en ` 
good; $182,935 43, as doubtful; $166,067 71, as bad, and $95,- 
840 52 not estimated, your committee not:having suffitient infor- 
mation thereon. "There is, also, belonging to the Sinking Fund; 
$47,796 33 now coltected, and in the bank, in Auditor’s warrants 
and State liabilities. For a full account of the situation of said 
fund, your committee-refer to documents marked.A, B. C. hereunto 
appended. ` The whole amount of the stock in:the Planters Bank 
is, $4,261,000, of which-amount the bank purchased $515,600 in 
the collection of debts, leaving the amount of stock now out 183,745, 
400. The whole amount of the assets of the bank (real and per- 
sonal estate included, previous to the late sales) amounts to $6,- 
431,101 68, The wholeamount of the liabilities is $1,371,763 72. 
Of the assets of the bank, $2,616,856 59, is supposed to be good 
and available, leaving an excess of available assets, over the lia- 
bilities of the bank, of $1,245,092. 87. Jt your committee have 
not overestimated the value of the assets of the bank, there may 
be, by proper and efficient action,. realized for the stockholders 
after the paymentof all the liabilities of the bank, about $33 25- 
100 on every share. 

The State has an interest of about forty per cent, in the capi- 
tal stock of the bank. 

A full statement of every thing connected with the Planters 
Bank, incliding the Seminary Fund, the Literary Fund, and the 
Three per cent. Fund, will be-found in documents marked 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5,6, 7, 8,9, 10, ‘H, 12, 18, 14 and 15, hereunto annexed. l 

The whole amoutit of stock subscribed for in the Mississippi 
Rail Road Company, is $4,350,100, of which the State owns 
$2,000,000, and private individuals $2 850,100, of which d Lu? 
660 86 is yet unpaid. 

A full statement of the Mississippi Rail Road come y. will be 
found ‘in docurnerité marked 1, 9, 3, 4, hereunto annexed. 
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Your committee have not yet concluded their investigation; but 
have deemed it proper under existing .cireumstances, to make 
this condensed report for the information, of the Legislature, and 
will, at some future day, report more fully. `

To accomplish this self-imposed task, I left my native home,. 


and in September, 1839, landed at New York. My first senti- 
ments were those of despair, for I found no public institutions, 
like our own, open free to the public and therefore, no means of 
laying the treasures which.I proposed to bring into the United 
States, before the people. But when I conversed with the citi- 
zens; when I found myself hailed with aeclamation; when t! ou- 
sands thronged to hear me narrate what I had 1o communicate; 
and the good and the great, the gifted and the wise, without re- 
ference to religious or political distinctions, came to the aid of 
my scheme, 1 found my heart lit up with joy and hope, for I saw 
that what seed Í might sow, in my humble manner, would not 
fail upon barren. ground, and I awaited the harvest. 

My mission was no sooner known, than I had crowds of listen- 
ers. Both houses of Congress, in'the midst of a most agitated 
session, passéd a law approving my scheme. While every mem- 
ber, without a single exception, appended their signatures to.a 
document previously Signed by the President and his cabinet, en- 
listing themselves in ‘my cause, and pledging themselves to do all 
in their power to contribute to- its, success. Here you will see 
the nameg of men from the snow-clad hills of the north—the 
sungy glades of the south—the rock-bound coast of the Atlantic— 
and the solitudes of the far west, laying aside sectional feelings 
and party ties, to mest upon neutral ground. J ohn Quiney Adams 
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"i Martin Van Bares Clay aud Benton, Webstér, Paulding, 
Présion Forsyth, Crittenden, Bell, Spencer and other distinguish- 
n, stopped in the midst of their angry discussions and 
ineral ‘conflicts, to attend to an object of a higher and more 
perinanent nature, for it involved the moral and intellectual im- . 
peotement öf their nation. Yes, my friends, after all, the real 
aad physical good of man,’ the propagation of science—the arts 
wigdustry—religion—union—peace—prosperity—nay, that lib, 
erty which is so dear to all Americans. 

"Nor was the approval of the magnates of the land all that I 
had to cheer me on. I was invited to lay my plan before several 
State governments, a.d those of Louisiana, Maine and New York 
` approved it by legislative enactments. . President Quincy left the 
shades of Harvard to advocate its claims—Dr, Wainwright for- 
sok his study to show his fellow-eitizens its merits—Latrobe 
plead in its favor at Baltimore— Dr. Chapman prescribed it to 
the inhabitants of Philadelphia—Goverror Kent recommended it 
iw Maine. In a word, the most distinguished citizens, wherever 
Event, lent me a helping band. 

* Let me here, too, thank Messrs Sparks, Quincy, Duponceau, 
Davis, Worcester, Mann, Force, Webb Stone, Verplanck, Mae- 
Mahon, Kennedy and other authors who presented me with their 
works—they” will hereafter- see how: T. -appropriated them. Let 
me thank the editors of the North-American Review, and of 
masy other periodicals and papers, for. the sets and specimens 
which.they kindly sent me, and which. form a ccllection that ex- - 
cites the astonishment and admiration of all who see it. Nor 
should I:forget those generous artists, Sully, Chapman, Weir, 
Morse, Durand, Ingham, Edmonds, Phillips, €ole, Harvey, Mount, 
Oakley, Bennett, Agate and, others,-who gave me specimens of 
their talents, and Rawdon, Wright and Hatch, Danford, Under- 
wood and Pickering, whose skill in engraving several plates 
thay presented to -me has excited the admiration of Paris;—by 
über liberality, I have been enabled.to prepare an American 
aum, now. in the publisher's hands, which will show an ad- : 
vanced state of the fine arts in that country which few: here are 
aware of, and will raise it in the estimation of the world. 

With all these; amounting to’ upwards. of. 1,800 : volumes of 
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vooks, 500 engravings, 250 original drawings, many specimens 
of natural history and mineralogy, (among them a piece of na- 
tive iron weighing 2,000 Ibs.) and several interesting relics of 
the aborigines; I leftin June 1841, for France, having remained 
many months longer than I had: originally intended, at a great 
personal sacrifice. Need I add, ‘after what I have narrated, that 
lcarried with mea gratefui sense of the kindness With which i 
had been received, and an éxalted opinion of the intelligence and 
virtue of the American nation. S 

I returned—I had much to perform. (had to show the people 
of France what steps America had taken; and to give tbem the 
books, maps, documents, objects of natural history, etc., entrusted 
10 my care, to which I added a great number that were presented 
to me individually, giving to each library those works most val- 
uable to its peculiar department. I distributed them among the 
nine ministerial bureaux, the legislative Chambers, the city of 
Paris, the Academy of Sciences, the Academy of Moral and Po- 
litical Sciences, the Museumcf Natural History, thé Royal school 
of mines, and other public institutions. They were in every in- 
stance, thankfully received, and letters were not only addressed - 
to me by the proper authorities, expressiag their desire to see a 
system of exchange established on a permanent basis, but many 
hundred books (mostly rare and valuable wcrks) have already 
crossed the Atlantic. I will enumerate some of them, all sent, 
remember, in exchange for a few duplicate copies of State Na- 
tional laws and reports, which were of no use at home. 

The two Chambers adopted a similar resolutibn to that passed 
by Congress in 4840, providing for a permanent interchange of 
documents, not only with Congress, but with several States, and 
appropriating 3,000 fr. to cover the expense of binding. They 
haye already sent 340 volumes to enrich the library of the Capi- 
tol, l o 

The Municipal Council of the city of. Paris adopted a similar 
measure, and five complete collections of their documents and 
historical works are now in the binder’s hands, destined for the 
State of Maine, and the cities of New York, Boston, Baltimore 
‘and Washington. 
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"fhe Minister of War has serit lo. ‘the fibrary of ‘Congress, a 
rare collection of the maps published by his department. 
7* The Minister of the ` Navy has forwarded those official maps 
WI accounts of voyages made by’ French expeditions, that have 
n published by his department, together with the rare and val- 
Sabte work of Mr Lebas on the Obelisk of: Luxor, copies of 
which have also been sent to the States-of A i Louis- 
faba, Michigan and New York. 

The Minister of the Interior has sent a great many books and 
"public documents published by his department to thé States of 
^ Michigan: Louisiana and Missouri, 

The Minister of Public Instruction has presented to Congress, 

a precious work, in 29 quarto voluines, entitled “documents iné- 
dits de l'histoire de France,” which has been compiled frora the 
State papers after a most careful ‘and rigid research. His Ex- 
cellency has likewise informed me that he was ready to transmit 
to any States, I would point out all the documents on publie edu- 
tation published by his depa rtment. 

The Minister of Commerce has given to Congress, and the. 
States of Maine, New York, Maryland and Pennsylvania, a most 
precious collection of documents concegring the statistics, agri- 

culture, manufactures, commerce, and other branches of industry 
in France, collected and published by his department. ' 

The Minister of Finance forwarded all the documents publish- 
ed by his department (which give a complete account of the mon- 
etary affairs of France,) to Congress, and the States of Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and New York. 

The Minister of Justice bas presented the Supreme Court of 
the United States with “Le Bulletin des Lois,’ a work published 
by government, in 160 volumes. He has also sent to the Su- 
preme Courts of Louisiana, Missouri, New York and Pennsyl- 
wania, all the criminal and civil statistics of the courts of France, 
hU to thé present time. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs has, I believe, sent some vala- 
able presents to America, but as they went through the medium - 
ef.the Embassy, I cannot state what they were. 

` Phe Royal School of Mines has sent the State of Missouri a 

` collection of works on mineralogy, zoology, etc., together with 
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two models n. relief. of Mount, Etna "E esuyius, executed by 
" the celebrated geologists, Ely. de Baumont, and Dufr renoys. 

The Directors of the Museum of Natural history have applied 
tothe Minister of public Instruction for several €apies of * Ar- 
‘chives-du Muséum,” a most valuable work, illustrated with co- 
lored engravings, to be forwarded to the States of Louisiana and 
Massachusetts. 

f The Mtademy of moral and political sciences transmitted to 
, the State of Massachusetts, a complete set of its memoirs. 

The kindness with which I was received in the United States, 
prompted me to tender Congress, as a slight token of my grati- 
tude, a large model of that famous man of War, “la ville de 
Paris,” of 120 guns, which was sent by Louis tbe 16th, in 
1782,10 help the people of the United States in the achieve- 
ment of their revolutionary struggle ; and was lost in an 
engagement hetween admiral Rodney and the count de Grasse, 
her commander, on the 12th of August of thesame year, This 
magnificent model having been in my possession for the last 27 
years, had become somewhat injured by time and travelling, and 
' finding that there were no workmen ja Paris capable of repair- 
ing it but those employed by Government, Lasked their aid from 
the Civil Liste, who, léarning.my jntentjon of presenting it to 
the United States, immediately ordered M. Lebas, the celebrated 
marine engineer, to have it put in complete repair, at the expense 
of government.(*) 

Many French authors have, as did those of America, given me 
the fruits of their mind to be transmitced.to the United States; 
and several societies have promised their papers and works. 

I found, too, amongst, the French printers that sympathy 
which was extended towards me by their brethren in America. 
The most distinguished of them have kindly placed their presses 
at my disposal, and Í consider it a duty to express, on this occa- 
sion, my grateful acknowledgemen's to the following eminent 
gentlemen: the late M. Craplet, MM. Bethune and Plon, Didot 
- bróthers and Vincken, who have gt their own expense, generous- 
ly printed all tbe necessary decuments to aid in the propagation 
aud ged 9f my systam ef tege union of prone 
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P Numbers "of scientificand literary societies have. gebiet 
(os the. purpose of eitcouraging my.efforts; and, to Sum op all 
swore than 2,000 volumes, have alréady-crossed or will soon-cruss 
‘the Atlantic, and a general sympathy is universally awakened, - 

, ls not this, ladies-and geatlemen, à good comméncement? Does 
ju not show what inmense benefits both of cur‘countries will de- 
tive from literary exchanges?

- I cannot terminate withoutex pressing to the Directors of the 
Athennee Royale my gratitude for the kindness with which they 
granted me the use of their rooms for this occasion, and also for

presence. This re-union, which we all consider as a family fes- 
tival, for the purpose of laying the corner stone of a temple to 
be dédicated to the intellectual peace and union of nations, will, 
l hope, serve to draw tighter those cords of fraternal love which 
have şo long united France and the United States.

, The comte CASTELLANE, president of the —- Atheneum, repli- 
+i and expressed "his happiness thus to be enabled in his own 
same, and on behalf-of his colleagues, to congratulate Mr, Vatté- 


än upor.the astoniahiüg success which had crowned his efforts. 


He was glad to see the citizens of different countries, thus united 
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fo paya just tribute’ 1o. one who :had done. so much Tor both 
France and .Auierica, and hoped that the literary acquaintance, 
thus auspicionely commenced,. would ultimately end: in ah inti- 
mate intellectual unión. 

Mz GLADE, one of the vi.e. presidents of the Athénoum, i ia a 
warm and eloquent address, after complimenting Mr. Vattemare 
upon his success, drew a rapid picture of the almost un interrupt. 
ed good-will that has ever existed between France and thé United 
States, aed hailed the project of literary exchanges as one caleu- 
lated to draw still tighter the bonds of friendship. He spoke of 
the important effects which the United States revolution had pro- 
duced throughout the world, and terminated by rejoicing at being 
able to declare his admiration of that republic before a meeting 
of her citizeng. 

Mr. Jullien de Paris, founder of the Revue Encyclopedique, 
declared his admiration for the courage and perseverance with 
which Mr. Vattemare had carried his plans into execution. 

He had watehed him with interest for years,und was happy to 
see that he was about to be rewarded for alt his toil, by seeing 
the adoption of a scheme caiculated to benefit all—to hurt none; 
to give all the citizens of the world an opportunity of knowing 
the others. . 

Mr. Hivrzav, secretary of the French Athenaum,. appreciated 
the important results which must necessarily arise from Mr Vat- 
temare's scheme, so soon as it be formally adopted by the United 
States Government. Marching as they do, with regular steps

Extracts fo Yours aud Documents received by Alexander 


From a Report made in the Chamber of Peers, by Count Dz 
Monresquiou-Frsenzac, Chairman of the Committee on peti- 
tions, on Mr. Vattemare’s Memorial, April 29th, 1842. , 


Gentlemen:—Simila? petitions to the one I now have the honor 
to lay before you, were addressed. to this body by Mr. Vattemare, 
in 1838 and 1839. He begs from your philanthropy the passage 
of a law, organizing between nations the exchange of, duplicate 
objects in their libraries, archives and museums. ‘The former pe- 
, Stions were favorably received, discussed and recommended to the 
` Ministers, as meeting with the approbation of this body, and ‘their 
author, who had already explored in his travels throughout. Europe, 
aknast all the scientific depositories of the Old World, undertook, 
With an ardour that should be sustained, a voyage across the Atlan 
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. tic to propose hix scheme to the United Statés. ` Stimulated’ by the 
success which ke had met with in France, Vattemare embarked 
_ for America with hope;—he has returned with pride, bringing 
with him legislative documents, literary productions and specimens 
of natural history; and his scheme, whose execution some looked 
upon as doubtfid, is in successful operation. But something more 
must be done, to ensure its permanency, for your Committee are 
convinced, that until a regular system of exchange be organized, , 
under the auspices of competent persons, the immense benefits that 
the plan is capabie of affording, will never be realized, but always 
remain incomplete. 

Allow me to extract a few lines from the Report prepared on 
this subject for tlie United States Senate, by Col. Preston, Chair- 
man of the library Committee. “The establishment, under the 
patronage of Government or of opulent associations, of a system of 
intellectual commerce, whieh will effect 2 more rapid transmission 
of ideas from each and every other country, is a project worthy of 
the advanced civilization of the age, and even if but partially car- 
ried out, cannot but fail to produce the most benign results, besides 
the accumulation and diffusion of knowledge, which is the primary 
purpose of the plan. ‘The mere effort to effect it, i, calculated to 
promote a spirit of peace and good will among men.” 

Your Committee, Gentlemen, convinced that great advantages 
will be derived from a regular system of exchanges, propose that 
you recommend this petition to the Ministers of the Interior and 
Public Instruction, with the hope that a permanent Commission 
may be instititéd similar to those they have established for the pur- 
pose of searching into the basis of our National History, and 
preserving our Public Monuments, à

From a Report made in the Cedar of Deputies, by Viscount 
Montesquiou, Chairman of the Committee on petitions, on Mr. 
Vattes.are's Memorial, April 9th, 1842. 

Gentleman, Mr. Vattemare requests that this House would ap- 
propriate, every year,a certain number of the documents printed 
by its order, for international exchanges. 

In 1836, Count de Mosburg, Chairman of the Committee on 
the budget, afler giving an account of some exchanges that had 
been effected by the British Parliament, said that * it would be 
desirable’ that similar exchanges could be effected with the United 
States of America, whose legislation and administration are so 
vast and soworthy an object of study, bath for the philesopher 
and the sta.esman." 

This wish can now .be easily realised, the Congress of the 
United States for 1840 having deci ied that fifty extra copies of 
every Document printed by order of either House be bcund for 
exchanges with foreign nations. 

"To enrich-at very little expense our libraries, to complete our 
collections, and to spread all over the world the evidences of our’ 
sciences, arts and civilization, must be the g orious results of Mr.

To his Excellency, the Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

' Sir— According to a resolution passed by a meeting of Ameri- 
can citizens in Paris, on the 27th of March last, U have the honor 
of transmitting to your Excellency an account which I placed 
before the meeting, of my efforts to establish a system of exchange 
of books, objects of science, literature, fine arts, natural history 
and the specimens of industry, &c., between the United States 
and the different nations of Europe. You will perceive, sir, 
what sentiments of esteem and sy mpathy I havealready awaken- 
ed t mong my country men for their trans-Atlantic brethren. At 
present, the-French people know America chiefiy through the 
meager and often erroneóus information gained from the English 
press and pubiications, Whoever will reflect upon the subject, 
will doubtless perceive that the United States and France have 
in the freedom «f heir institutions, Se, sympathies which make 
it desirable that each should have a personal knowledge of the 
other, for the mutual advantages that might accrue therefrom. 

I regret that my sudden departure from the United States, 
prevented my having the happiness of visiting the State of Mis- 
sissippi, and obtain from the Legislature its assent and co opera- 
tion in this work of civilization. 

It is my hope, sir, thata law may be pessed by the Legislature 
similar to that adapted in 1840, by Congress, and the Legislatures 
of several States of the Union, by which fifty extra copies of all 
documents published by order of either house, be printed and 
bound for the purposeof exchange with foreign nations.

person's power to attend to so many different departments. 

Let me add, sir, that I am now making arrangements with the 
different States of Europe, for the permanent establishment of 
my system of exchange, which will give the United States the 
best opportunity of spreading among all nations the glorious spe- 
cimens of their laws, commerce, natural productions, wonderful 
industry of their sciences, literature, fine arts, and thus gain for 
them at once, the admiration and esteem “so justly due to their 
young, enlightened and powerful nation. This desirable end 
wouid be so much the-moge attained, that the said establishment 
in Paris would serve as a general depository of every thing val- 
vable that the United States.-would wish to have known to the 
world, especial measures being taken to invite all interested per- 
sons to visit the establishment and inspect ils treasures. 

This system of exchange will also procure to the public insütu- 
tions of the "United States, the scientific and Hierary -riches of the 
old world. 

Whatever ‘may be the fate-of my undertaking, 1 congratulate 
myself for having commenced a work which, although it may 
fall to the ground for a time, if I-am obliged to relax rr y efforts 
in its favor, will, I em persuaded, ‘at some future period, be taken 
up again by somé person more fortunate; and I rejoice that it 
has given me the opportunity of expressing my-esteem-and grati 
tude to the people of the'Unijed States.

| prospectadfipances and moral condition of the Institution assign- 
ed to their inspection, beg Jeave to'report, 

‘Fhat they approached the important duties to which devi bad: 
been assigned, fully impréssed with their intimate connection with 
the due administration of penal justice, and ‘sensibly alive to the. 
philanthropic purposes of government in its attempt to make pun-. 
ishment for crime.a means, of reformation to the criminal. The 
voice of vengeance has no place in the popular ery for punishment 
upon offenders; and the ge plus uliza of the science of penal in- 
fliction, would seem to be to secure society from the-depredatians 
of the evil.disposed, while at the same time, habits. of strict and 
regulár indusiry were superinduced, and the moral sense, blunted 
if not obliterated by crime, be put into a course of training cali: 
lated to restore its vitality, and ‘give it power again, as.in earlier." 
and more innocent periods of life, to controlaction, and shape the 
destinies of the once lost, but now renovated human being.. Re- 
striction, close and undeviatipgly tigid, is mercy to the guilty slaves 


io passion and criminality—as such a condition alone can give 


them freedom from the tyranny which bas relentlessly taken from 
them reputation, wealth and liberty. As crime:is .gégerally the 
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better fenit-of Jong-coatinaea lapses. ‘from: a course sof. yittue. and 
respectability, so «must all true reformation. be the regult of a 
length of time,of much deprivation and: strictjobedience. to severe but 
just-requirements, rigidly enforced ; and no moral cure of the 
mind diseased can be pronounced complete, until right, is loved for 
its own sake, and wrong loathed and despised for its inherent de- 
formity, tather than for the danger which attends its iperpetration. 

Another important demand seems to be made by the popular 
will, which is, that those who-transgress the laws of the State, 
and trespass on the rights of its citizens, shall. be no expense to the 
public, while they make atonement to the violated empire of the 
laws. "Iherefore, in the American Penitentiary Code, the requisi- 
tions of a punishment blended with benevolence, are to. place the 
criminal instantly and effectually out of the reach of the influences 
of criminal association—to make the living. world a blank to his 
vision—to make temptation voiceless—to. show. that the pleasures 
of vice werethe seductive lares which have immured him for 
years in cells, that reverberate only to his. sighs of penitence, and 
to relieve society, both. from his. depredations. and, the cost of ‘his 
sustenance. => 

As far aş thẹ laborious and. patient investigations of your com- 
mittee. have enabled them. to come to the conclusion, the result has 
heen a sincere conviction that the Penitentiary of the State of. Mis- 
sippi, is.now fully. answering the end of its creation; and, respon- 
ding both. t9 the commands of justice and. the anxious desire of 
benevolence Like most. institutions. of the kind, when first estab- 
lished, while experience had.to.be acquired by experiment, and 
when all the facilities for the profitable employment of the convicts 
had to be gathered. into the institution. at a. wasteful expense, its 
earlier prospects were not its. brighest:, and the-heavy balances 

hich accumulated. in. {he accounts,against the Penitentiary, were 
*- digcouraging, and.seemed to-be a premium paid for vice, and many 
believed that the prison itself, was but an expensive State Semina- 
ty for.the accomplishment and graduation of: eminent roguery. 

. Now the prospects of the institutian seem. to. have put.on a more 
cheering: hue.. Greater bodily -comfoxt-and: immunity from siek- 
ness exist. in the institution, while its annual receipts- or the year 
ending November PNA 1843,. exceed; he, expenditures. The pri-

gert. ate well clothed in fabrics of their own manufacture; and, 
from all the evidence which has been adduced before your cet- 
mittee, the moral aspect of the prison is more’ flattering than its 
physical condition, and more a subject of congratalation, than that 
the institution has ceased to be an expense to the public: treasury. 

Much of this gratifying result is justly attributablé to the -zeal, 

efficiency, and untiring diligence which have distinguished the 
present superintendent, and other officers of the institution. 

The neat, well-furnished, well-ventilated work-shope, where 
busy industry works out its moral effects upon minds-and bodies 
distempered by crime,are most pleasing objects for the contempla- 
tion of the philanthropic visiter; and the pecuniary profit of the 
substantial and useful manufactures, gratify the lover of retrench- 
ment in public expenses, as much as the articles themselves please 
theadvocates of home production. The machinery used in these 
manufacturing operations, seems to be well adapted to facilitate and 
perfect the present labot of the convicts, and is amply sufficient to 
give employment to more convicts than have now a home within 
the Penitentiary walls. EE 

But your committee cannot feel that they have — the 
duties assigned them without a reference to the numerous petitions 
from the most distant counties in the State, referred to them by the 
action of this Legislature, and takep into the most earnest considera: 
tion, all protesting against the present mode of employing the còn- 
victs, and invoking legislative protection against the ruin to their sev- 
eral mechanical and manufacturing trades which,is caused by employ- 
ing convict labor against, ənd in competition with, honest and unim- 
peachableindustry. Such complaints, coming from the producing 
classes, the bone and sinew of any State, demand the most respect- 
fal attention. Justice itself requires, that in carrying out and per- 
fecting the punishment of the guilty, we should -inflict no ‘blow, 
upon the business, the security and the prosperity of the innocent, 
Still this subject is environed with some difficulties which deserve 
consideration before the final change of the mode of employing 
convicts is adopted, and the corresponding outlays of expense to 
effect such a change, be drawn from the public treasury; 

The experience gained from the employment of convicté m other 
prisons, shows that the machinery for. the fabrication of cotton, 
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wool and hemp, will cost at- least from thirteen to fifteen thousand 
dollars, which is the least estimate that can be made of the expense 


which will result from a ehange of the made of labor. The fact, . 


also, that time and much application must be expended on any new 
branch of manufacture, before it can be wrought with facility and 
profit, shows that some diminution of revenue may, at first, be rea- 
sonably expected, in addition to the expense of new machinery. 
But your committee only regard these considerations as those which 
true wisdom: adopts in settling the basis of any departure from a 
tried and successful course, it being quite as necessary, if not 
more so, to count the certain cost, as to anticipate the desirable, al- 
though uncertain gains of new experiments, 

Your committee are of opinion that a change, in the mode, 
of employing the convicts, from the mechanical branches of 
labor to the manufacture of coarse cotton fabrics of various kinds— ` 
of bale rope and bagging, eifher of hemp or co'ton—would be as 
advantageous to the State as it would be grateful to mecbanics, and 


those who deal in manufactured articles as merchandize. SCH 


"Phe reasons which have brought the minds of your committee 
to this conclusion are numerous, and confirm their belief that con- 
siderations of public policy and economy, as well as a just regard 
to the rights of free and unimpeachable citizens, demand the 
change, Such a change could not fail, whenonce fairly establish- 
ed, tobe productiveto the revennes of the institution, while it would 
be an act of sheer justice toa large, respectable and eminently 
usefal portion of the community, with whose interests the present 
operations of the institution seriously interfere; and, by doing away 
with this interference, an immense benefit would be conferred on 
the State at large, by the introduction, to the planting interests, of a 
home manufacture, wrought from a home staple, the purchase of 

'awhich, from abroad, naw costs the planters of the State hundreds 
‘of thousands of dollars annually. 


I: is surely gool policy for the Stateto do all in her power to en- ` 


courage the introduction and prosecution of every new mode of la- 
bor which may be profitable to the State, and diminish the expen- 
-ditures of citizens, who must have. such, or similar manufactures, to 
aid them in bringing the productions of the soil, in good. preserva- 
tion to market, and to clothe the laborers employed in such produc- 
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tion. Beete atkriowledged: and established axiom in politica 
economy consents to a truth so intimately connected with this'sub- 
“ject of penitentiary labor; and, on the other hand, it cannot but be 
at variance with the true interests of the State, to pursue aty course, 
which, in effect, will tend to discourage the successful and energe- 
tic prosetiition of those branches of productive labor already intro- 

dueed' in our: community, and possessing in themselves an inherent 

power of improvement, and of conferring affluence and pecuniary 

independence on all who are engaged in such pursuits. These 

facts, taken in connection with the discouraging influences exerted 
upon some rising branches of mechanical labor, now prosecuted in 

our State, by penitentiary competition and under prices, with 
the probable increase of such injurious production—caused by an 
increased number of convicts, and their increasing skill in the oper- 
ations of labor—and with the fact that but a limited market can be 
found, in a community so sparse as ours, for the consumption;—all 
prove to the satisfaction of your comppittee that a plethora of the mar- 
k& will induce a further interference with many other branches of 
mechanism now pursued by the citizens of the State, at a continued 

pecuniary sacrifice to the institution from such unnatural competi- 
tion, carried on both at the expense and detriment of the communi- 
ty and of its own, risking the depopulation of the country, by driv- 
ing its industrious citizens and mechanics to more favored States, 
where public institutions are not suffered to compete with individual 
skill and industry. 

The very general, almost unanimous demonstrations of popular 
objection tothe present course of. penitentiary competition to mecha- 
nical production at large, as well as the earrest recommendation of 
the officers of the Penitentiary, invest this subject’ with an impor- 
portance that cannot fail to command the immediate attention of this 
legislature. If it be an object to the guardians of the Jaws and 2 
rights of this community to secure án ultimate saving in the expen- 
ditures of this institution—tomttoduce at tbe same time, a new and 
most useful branch of productive labor, and proving, to the full sa- 
tisfaction of individual enterprise, the advanfages of an extended 
pursuit of the: business of manufacturing such goods within our own 
borders, your committée are fully of the opinion that's d theneute df 
Mote imiportinéë, and: òne promising more periidnent mene: 
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to our whole country, or one more accordant with the general and 
expéessed wishes of the community, cannot be introduced to. your 
notice as legislators, or: ‘your enlightened action, as. phtlantüropiis 
and patriots. ` 
The:loud complaints of the mechanical portion of our communi- 
fy are well founded. The subject is one which involves not only 
sustenance but reputation; and the relative respectability of their se- 
veral occupations, as no earthly power can prevent the accession of 
many of these convicts, when discharged from their penal confine- 
ment, to the occupations and workshops of industrious, honored and 
unimpeached citizens—thus lowering’ the respectability of these 
useful employments, and almost irresistibly connecting the idea of 
stale prison graduation with all mechanical pursuits. The me- 
chanic certainly can have no satisfaction in the reflection that what 
he has achieved by long years of moral, reputable honesty, and Ja- 
borious apprenticeship, should be as readily attained by an early 
course of infamy, and the ignoble punishment consequent upon the 
violation of law, and the outrage of all that is honorable and praise- 
worthy among men. ae 
Thereisanother disadvantage in,the present mode of employ- 
ing convict labor, which your committee have but briefly alluded 
to: it isthe necessity, which a public institution, like a penitentiary 
of labor, is under, of making sale of its manufactures at. reduced 
prices, and of holding out the inducement of economy to all the sur- 
rounding country, to have their job work done, and implements 
of labor wrought, within the walls ofthe prison, rather than in the 
shops of reputable and faithful artizans. Much of.the former im- 
debtedness of the institution, aud the consequent dissatisfaction of the 
people. with its management, arose from this very species of compe: 
tition, and the reduction of prices, so asto undersel all other manu: 
| facturers and vendors of like merchandize. 
i It becomes, under all the circumstances of the case, a serious 
question whether the Penitentiary establishments, as carried on itt 
- this and many other States, are not partially subversive of the social 
republicanism ofthe.country. Thereis, indeed, foundation for the feat 
that the gradnal tendency of all great establishments of government 
labor, isto a resistless monopoly, and a state of aristocracy and 
Privileged orders, always cannected with powerful: combinations. 
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The deptession abd impoverishment of the mechanical: classes by 
the mammoth operations of a great State workshop, supported from. 
the public revenue, must inevitably lower their position and influ: 
ence in society, while the -annual addition made to their number 
by the discharged appreütices of a prison, must sink the respec- 
tability of their vocations in their own estimation, and in that cf 
their connections; while, more unjust and oppressive still, these 
very mechanics, by taxation and the part they bear in furnishing 
the revenues to support government, are compelled to pay for and. 
sustain the monopoly which beggars their families, and compels 
them with the iron arm of necessity, to take a lower and less in- 
fluential station in society. 

This must not be. Republican Mississippi should extend ber 
palladium of equality to ail alike; and in her philanthropic desire 
to give the sons of crime and infamy a trade and a knowledge of . 
some profitable handicraft, that may ensure them a comtortable 
subsistence when they are again let loose upon a community 
whose laws they have once outraged—~she should never forget the 
sons of hardy toil and honest enterprise, bound to her by the ties of 
honor and all that constitutes the glory of good citizenship— 
Should the manual force of the penitentiary, under enlightened 
direction, be turned to the manufacture of coarse negro cloths—of 
bagging and bale rope—the central portion of the State of Missis" 
sippi would afford a most profitable market for a'l that one hundred 
convicts cotild annually produce. T'he raw material tor such pro- 
duction could be purchased at the very doors of the prison, at a 
more reasonable price than.in any other mart in the State; and if 
hemp should be required to enter into any part of these-manufac- 
tures, no county, and no section of country offers more facilities for 
its growth thao the one adjacent to the capital of the State. Make 
it for the interest of the Mississippi planter to raise it as a staple, — 
and thousands of tons will be furnished in two years time. The 
contiguous markets afforded by the vicinity of wealthy cotton- 
growing counties, and the facilities of reaching the Mississippi riv- 
ver would, under all circumstances, be. amply sufficient to give an 
outlet to any surplus production of such staple articles.. - As ano- 
ther inducement for this specific, change in the mode of eonviet la- 
bor, fr knowledge of manufacturing coarse cottona is easily pe 
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quired by a few weeks’ application on the part of the convicts, and 
wauld involve the institution in little loss oftime, while all. en- 
etoachment would be avoided on the rights and occupations of the 
meritorious and industrious citizen. 

Even if hemp be immediately required as raw material for such 
manufacture, it can be as easily and as cheaply transported to this 
place from Missouri and Illinois, as from those States to Kentucky, 
where most of that staple is now wrought; and full experiments, 
by this change of convict labor, can be instituted, under the patron- 
age and superintendence of the State Government, upon the best 
modes of manufacturing the fabrics for plantation uses—whether 
‘of cotton, or cotton and hemp mixed, or of hemp alone; a know- 
ledge which must be most valuable to the people of the State and 
the planting interest especially. 

Another consideration in favor of the proposed change of the 
mode of employment, is the privacy which it secures to the convict, 
and the diminution of the number of guards, aad the expense of those 
guards, The rambling outdoors labor now performed by detach- 
ments of the prisoners, cannot but be subversive of strict prison dis- 
cipline, and must inevitably weaken the moral effect of imprison- 
ment. . Letthe free air and the golden sunshine be forthe free; but 
Jet the walls of the house of penitence circumscribe the vision of 
those whose ‘moral diseases have doomed them to the quarantine 
provided by the benevolence and the justice of the laws, in which, 
by slow advances and a sad seclasion from the busy world, they 
may, if possible, regam so much of moral health as to be admitted 
once more to the bosom of the community, from which they had 
been expelled only by-their crimes. At least, let th» entireness of 
their seclusion from the world, and every object in which they 
once delighted, be the lesson perpetually taught them, that “the 
way ofthe transgressor is hard,” and that the majesty of the laws 
cannot be outraged with impunity. 

As a brief synopsis of the political ethics which have irresistibly 
led Your committee to the foregoing conclusions and. recommenda- 
tions, they respectfully beg leave to adopt the language of a cele- 
brated writer on political economy: "the cardinal object of govern- 
ment is the equal protection of all citizens. The moment the pris- 
oner is set to work, and the products of his labor sold, some ee 
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citizen ix unequally and oppressively burdened, < If this citizen is 
induced to forsake his now overstocked calling and engage in some ` 
other, the compstition in this new branch witi- operate injurióusly 
to those already engaged in it; and this will continue to be the 
case, though in a gradually diminishing ratio, through all the va- 
xjotis pursuits of active industry, until the displaced particles of 
of society, so to speak, diffuse themselves'evenly over the entire 
surface." 

Still, your committee can give no security, that when i pro- 
posed chatige of labor shall have been effected, and the experiment 
successfully established, the community at large, will not of them- 
selves, institute a competition with the State prison manufactures, 
and be as- clamorous to put down this new mode of labor, as 'they 
have been fora change of the present. But, even in this case, if 
the new mode of employment should again be interdicted, a great 
and general good will have been achieved—the discovery and es- 
tablishment of a new branch of productive industry, opening a new- 
mine of wealth to State enterprise. 

At a great expense to the State, one of the most convenient and 
adinirablg constructed penitentiary edifices, perhaps in the Union, 
has been erected, lacking no security, except an addition to the 
height, or roofing over of the walls, so as to prevent sudden escapes 
from those who may be in:the open yard by night or Che, day, and 
so asto render the expense of keeping sentinels-upon the walls 
unnecessary. No site in the State, or perhaps in the world, could 
be more healthy than the present site of the Mississippi Penitentia- 
ry has been proved to be. If all convicts admitted to the Peniten- 
tiary were to have sound and undecayed constitutions, sickness 
and mortality would be items scarcely to be found in the prison 
annals. No place, therefore, ia the bounds of the State, could be 
better adapted to an entirely secluded imprisonment, and the ener- 
getic and profitable prosecution ef indoors midnufactures. 

The great number of bighly respectable signatures, amounting 
to thousan&s, appended to petitions, which have been referred to 
your committee, aH protesting and remonstrating against the pres- 
ent mode of convict labor, invest the subject with sufficient impor- 
5 justify a recurrence te the Ep in rad te introduce the 
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Opinio | of Governor Marty, when Chief Magistrate of the State 
of New York—a State that has ever been first and foremost in all 
the'niodera and philósophical improvements in prison discipline. 
In a letter addressed to a convention of mechanics, Governor Mar: 
cy expressed this strong and incontrovertible sentiment: * that any 
class of citizens who vield obedience to the laws, and contribute to 
the support ‘of Government, should be injured by the means used 
for the punish tent of malefaetors, is manifestly unjust; and a Gov- 
ernment which sustains it, neglects one of its obvious duties—the 
daty of protecting the equal rights of all.” 

So fally have your committee been convinced of the importance 
of immediately commencing a change in the mode of labor as fast 
as the revenues of the prison will authorize, they have ventured to 
recommend the immediate appropriation of a portion of the surplus 
gains of the Penitentiary, during the past year, to the establishment 
of an iren foundry and a w90} carding machine, the cost of which 
would not exceed fifteen hundred dollars., 

With regard to the financial condition of the institution, your 
committee have Geen their investigations in the most searching 
and. persevering manner. The result will be found in the docu- 
ments appended, marked A, B, C, D and E. 

- Your committee account for the great discrepancies between the 
reports rendered by the Inspectors, for the two last fiscal years, and 
the Present, which we have the honor to present, thus: At the time 
the Inspectors made out their report, the inventory of stock, tools, 
manufactured articles, materials and all other property belonging 
to the penitentiary, amounting to $15,021 00, had not been made 
out, and they could not, therefore, place that sum to the cred:t of the 
institution, as they did not know the precise amount. The small 
discrepancy between the present statement now furnished by your 
committee for the fiseal year of 1843, and the partial report made 
to the Lagislature, is easily accounted'for by the complex and con- 
fused mode of book keeping practised in the prison—in stating 
which, your committee do not intendto bring any charge of inca- 
pacity or want of attention on the part of the late clerk, They 
ofly.intend:to assert that the present mode of keeping the books of. 
the institution, is such as to render all efforts to find out the a£fual 
_ situation of the affairs of the prison difficult and uncertain ; Wa 
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effect a echange in this mode, your committee .respeetfully ` subinit 
document marked " F,” which contains a mode believed to be plain, 
and, at the same time, correct; and which, at all times,. will show 
theactual gain or loss of the institution. 

With a view to futute legislative action on changing the mode of 
eonvict labor, your committee have solicited and obtained, from the 
Superintendent of the Penitentiary an. estimate of the probable ex- 
peuse of machinery for manufacturing. woolen, cotton and hemp, 
which will be found in document marked vu G,” 

But let not your committee be understood as recommending 
an immediate appropriation from the funds of the treasury to 
bring about a change in the mode of convict labor, even as de- 
sirable as that change may be. All changes to be permanent 
should be deliberately effected; and far better will the results be 
to both the institution and the State, should such a change be a 
gradual one, based on the present income of the Penitentiary. 
The carding machine and the foundry, two important accessories 
to the proposed change, can bé put in operation by the surplus 
revenue of the institution during the past fiscal year. The sur- 
plus revenue of the present year, your committee have just 
grounds to believe, will exceed that of the past by a considerabfe 
amount. Let all this excess be rigidly applied to the promotion 
of the proposed change, and the time will be véry short which 
shall witness the productive labor of this Btate. monojbly, 
changed tia course that shall interfere with the industrial pur- 
suits of no citizen now employed in mechanical business in the 
State of Mississippi. 

it is as well known to your honorable body as to your com- 
mittee, that ihe present condition of the State Treasury cannot 
` warrant any appropriation of money for a sudden and expensive 
change of the mode of labor. More than half a million of dol- 
lars in outstanding treasury warrants, depreciated and deprecia- 
ting with every pulsation of public sentiment, beggaring those 
who are obliged to receive them at par for public services, teach 
the lesson to your committee, jn a voice of thunder, that no more 
liabilities. should be incurred involving the Siste in-a dollar 
of w debt, except foz the mast  poremplory a and undeniable. ond. 
tin EL pies re 
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^&ts deeply. impressed have: your committee become with” this 
conviction, that they have recommended, in the resolutions they 
have the honor to append to this report, only such appropriations 
as seeined to them indispensably necessary; all of which can be 
realized from the income of the institution, and demand no pro- 
vision from the Treasury, now already exhausted, and suffering 
from the depreciation of its paper, in common with aj suffering 
and embarrassed community. 

And with a view of communicating to the Legislature all the infor- 
mation on the subject in the hands of the committee, the correspon- 
dence of the officers of the State Penitentiary of Maryland, Geor. 
gia and Ohio is appended in documents!marked H. I, J. 

Still further to render the labors of your committee effective, and 
to. guide the action of this honorable Legislature on this subject, so- 
vitally important to the welfare of the State, your committee res- 
pectfully submit the following resolutions : 

. Resolved, 1st. By the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
That the Superintendent of the State Penitentiary is hereby author- 
ized to erect, within its walls, a wool carding machine and an iron 
foundry.; and that the sum' of fifteen hundred dollars be, and the 
same is hereby appropriated out of the funds now on hand in the 
weasury of the institution for such purposes. 

Resolved, 2d. That the Superintendent is hereby authorized te 
construct an iron door across the main passage or entrance to the 
prison edifice, and also to erecta roof of sufficient width over the 
walls of the prison to render sentinels on the walls unnecessary 
and to prevent the escape of convicts from the yard by escalade, the 
expense of such work to be paid out of the proceeds of the 
institution. 

Resolved, 3d. That all the nett profits of the institution shall 
hereafter be set apart and appropriated, under the direction of the 
Legislature, to the purchase and erection of machinery, with the 
view of establishing, in said institution, a manufactory of coarse 
cotton and woolen fabrics, and bagging and rope, either of hemp 
of cotton, 

Resolved, 4th. That the Clerk of the Penitentiary be immedi- 
ately required to. keep the books and accounts of the institution 

: ‘agreeably io: the plan detailed i in document marked “ F';" and that 
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books for that purpose be purchased by the funds of the institution, 
All of which, with, the annexed documents, i is ‘Feapectfully:s sub.

' Avprror’s Orrick, Jackson, 
d February 20th, 1844. 
Hon, James L. Torres: 


Speaker of the House of Represntatives. 

Sr i Permit me through you, to state to the Honorable body 
over which you preside, that by the act of 1842, .authorizing tax 
collectors to purchase lands for the State ; no provision was made 
for the appointment of a person to settle with persons having:the 
right of,tedemption, and to receive and pay over the funds received 
; from that source into the Treasury. Fremthe generaltenor of my 
suties as Auditor, I have.considered myself authorized to settle these 
accounts, receive the funds, ad par them over, and lave: hereto- 
(‘fore done do. But xs there isno express statute in reference (o this 
subject, as there is no law compelling the Auditor to pérforin this 
ity, &hd as thé labor required ih the performance ofidaty:is more 
than I can possibly perform without the «employment of additional 
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aid; I feel it my duty to bring the matter before the Legislature, 
hoping it will take some action upon it. Several: thousand tracts 
oF land have been ‘purchased for the State, and having’ been sold as 
thé property of thé original grantee, it generally happens that these 
lands have sinice been sold in small parcels, to various individuals ; 
who apply to redeem said lands,’in subdivisions. This circumstance 
requires numerous and careful calculations to determine the pro- 
portionate amount to be paid on these subdivisions, in addition to 
the calculations of interest upon them. The taxes that have ac- 
crued since the sale have also to be charged, and as the land com- 
missioner’s books have been returned with the names of the owners 
of land: promiscuously thrown together, without regard to 
alphabetical order, and without any index, the amount of 
such tax is extremely difficult to ascertain. When, how- 
ever, after a tedious search, the name is found and the amount of 
taxes ascertained, then a regular account current has to be made 
out, often in duplicate, filed, transferred to the books, and a certifi- 
cate of redemption issued in favor of the owner, under seal of this 
‘office. The legislature must be aware that the onerous labors have 
“never been imposed on any of my predecessors, will continue only 
during my term of office, and will probably, never be imposed on 
any of my successors. This labor, does not, properly, or by virtue 
of any express statute, devolve upon the Auditor. The perform- 
ance of it is extra official, and I cannot believe it can be expected 
of me, to perform the labor for nothing. I have heretofore per- 
formed it, by calling to my assistance additional clerks, and am now 
paying, from my own resources, at the rate of $1400 per annum, 
for clerk hire. We are all kept busily employed, day and night, 
and the labors on account of the redemption of lands, are daily in- 
reasing. I have heretofore performed this labor, although not re- 
quired by law to do so, at great expense, relying on the sense of 
justice in the legislature, to grant me a reasonable compensation. 
Should they; however, decline doing so, I take this method of ap- 
prising thein; most respectfully, that I shall, in future, decline the 
performance of its performance, and would suggest the nécessity 
and propriety of authorizing, by law, the appointment of a compe- 
tent person to attend to the business. Other officers are reéeiving 
salaries nearly equal to that of the Auditor, for the performance of 
‘dalieg} not’ equal to thosé required by this ‘single item;^^The Au- 


ditor's duties, without (hin, are extremely oppressive ; and as the 
16 per cent. interest will cover the amount necessary to compen- 
ate for the labor to be performed, in the redemption of lands; as 
well as the tax collector’s commissions, and yield some 8 or 10 per 
cent. clear profit to the State, I connot believe, that the legisla- 
ture. will refuse a reasonable compensation for this extra labor.

in “fhe dollar, and in tho same month, ‘another batch of 200 shares 
at 50-cents'inthe dollar, &ánd between that time and May, 1841, the 
bank sold 7015 shares for its own issues and liabilities, which is de- l 
yóminated par, when it is a well known fact, that the notes, or is- 
sues of the bank, were at a great depreciation; and this too, whilst 
the interest on the state bonds, were due, and unpaid. Among the 
purchasers-of the Planters Bank stock, paid for in the liabilities of 
tae Rail Road Bank, is A Lardner, cashier, 279 dees: Another 
item.of the report is 25,00 shares held by the United States bank, 
at collateral security. By what authority, the bank has hypotheca- 
ted. the state stock, the committee are at a, Rss to discover, Cer: 
taitily, authority to sell, does not authorize to pypothecate; and. no’ 
such power isconforred by the actof TRANSFER. It appears from the 
several deeds in trust, executed by.the bank, that Eli Montgomery, 
president of the Rail Bond Bank, has executed'to Eli Montgomery 
trustee; two deeds in trust: the one bearing'date May, 1841, and the 
other, June, 1842; conveying all the property; real and personal, 
(except the Rall- Road and Bank assets) für the benefit of certain ` 
creditors therein named; and the debt due fo thesé preferred credi- 
tors, ini the- language of-the: President, “are most of them sacred 
obligations; and ought to be paid. Thus, the first and most sécred 
obligation, which: was Created. By the 2nd section of the tranefer ici: 
(shoot. dots 1839; pago 62.) - “That npon the. executieh: of. sich 
tranefex, the stock of the state-in said éompany, and ail- the- stock 


' Planters Bank in th? Missis ppi, and iM the 
plementary and. amendatory thereto, as well as all injerestto agerue 
‘thereon; and the Mississippi Rail Road company shall do and per- 
form, în zelation thereto, all that is now required, br lew to be 
done and performed by said Planters Bank. “This obligation, ere: 
atedby law, the first, highest ; and tpost sacred obligation; {the pres- 
ident and trustee inform ue) must yield- to “the privileged claims” 
of other creditors; and all the valuable property, indeed all that will 
produce any thing of v due, must be sok” to redeem these “sacred 
obligations," The president and trustee iüform us, that all the “re 
al and personal estate, (except the Rail Road and Bank assets, the 
value of which is small) have been con eyed away in trust”. Thus 
the state has a worthless Rail Road and its worthless assets, and 
9960 shares of Planters Bank stock to meet $2,000,009 with some 
' four or five years interest. 

The 2nd section of the transfer act above quoted, binds the whole 
stock of the company for the payment of the state bonds and inter- 
The fifth section enacts, ‘that if at the time of any of the afore- 
szid bonds Of the state (excepting those provided for by the existing 
sinking-fund aforesaid) shall becume dye, and the ‘surplus dividend 
upon the state ‘stock, and interest thereon, shall not amount to .suf- 
ficient sum to pay the bonds thus due and payabl:, and if said com- 
pany shall fail to pay the same, or such balance as may be deficient; 
the legislature shall have full power to direct the seizure of the . 
Rail Road andali the property, o‘lects and credits of the company, 
and to place the same in the hands of commissioners, to be appoint- 
ed for that purpose, to be managed by them, until the state shall be 
_ fully reimbu: sed from the proceeds thereof. With these two sec- 
tious of the transfer act before the president aad directors, we are 
` surprised, that any effort should be made fo divert the. “property, 
sheets and credits” of the bank, from their legitimate chamüel—the 
payment of the state bends und intereat. A vong the items of as- 
sete of the bank, whick ig loft to the stato, is more than one mil 
ysnaix buudrod shotwandifielines,on account of sedit sibectiptions. 
This Send president consiliere "eent. entirely lot.” Indeed,

nothing that is considered valuable or available has been left to se- 
cure the state against less. This is another, to the many proofs al- 
ready given of the folly of banding the funds of the state with indi- 
vidual speculations. 

The committee have cause to regret that the time allotted, under 
the circumstances, did not permit them, to give the subject that in- 
vestigation, which its great importance justly demands; but being 
deeply impressed with the absorbing vitality of the great principles 
involved, must beg to be permitted to indulge in a few reflections 
on this momentous question—a subject, in which is involved-the ve- 
ry existence of our happy form of government. 

The committee doubt not, but that those who assisted in the pas- 
sage of the transfer act, helieved, that they were enlarging the 
basis of the security, for the payment of the Planters Bank bonds; 
and boldly enacted, what they were well satisfied, would the bet- 
` ter secure the state against loss upon the bonds; but honestly as 
these opinions were carried into action, yet after experience has 
proven, that it was hasty and ill advised for the state stock in the 
Planters Bank was, and is, the only real and tangible security, 
which the holders of the state bonds have, for their ultimate redemp- 
tion. The committee, however, have the satisfaction of seeing, 
that, at that time even, there were a few who then appreciat- 
ed, properly, the true foundation upon which our cherished form of 
government rests; and who then protested against the transfer act, 
so called. This protest was spread upon the house journal, 1839, 
page 442, by Samuel, Puckett, S. J. Gholson, S. M. Hargrove, D. 
W. Hyneman, Jas. C. Rupert, T. R. Carter and John Gilmer.— 
These gentlemen solemnly protest against the passage of the 
transfer act, truly declaring, “Because it is in our opinion a 
fraud upon the holders of the bonds of the state. The loans were 
obtained by the sale of the bonds of the state, for the payment or 
redemption of which the stock and dividends accruing thereon, were 
faithfully and solemnly pledged to the holders as collateral securi- 
ty for the payment thereof, and is, in truth, and in fact, the only 
real, tangible security, which the holders of the bonds have for their 
final redemption. It is true that the faith of the state is, by an act 
of the legislature, also pledged for the redemption of the bonds; 
but this pledge, solemn and sacred as it may appear, is nothing

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more, nor less, than a pledge made by an act of one legislature, 
subject to be altered, amended or repealed by a subsequent one, 
under the instructions and control of the people, in a Republican 
‘government the source of all power, and the only supreme rulers 
known to the constitution and laws of the state." “The faithrof the 
stateis pledged to the holders of the bonds as solemnly as natiónal 
or legislative pledges can be made, that the stock and dividends 
shall be appropriated to the redemption of said loans and interest”— 
“therefore we come to the conclusion, that the faith of the state, 
seperate and a part from the stock, and the dividends accruing 
thereon, however solemaly pledged, amounts to no security at all, 
either in fact or law.” To these great truths the committee cor- 
iially subscribe, and these great principles must be carried out or 
. our form of government itself, will be repudiated. 

Reflecting upon this grave subject, this question naturally pre- 
sents itself to the mind of every freeman—‘“For what purpose was 
government instituted among razzxEx! ‘The DECLARATION of 
INDEPENDENCE answers——That al freemen “are endowed by their 
CREATOR, with certain unalienable rights, that among “these are 
LIFE, LIBERTY and the pursuit of happiness, that to seeure these 
rights governments are established among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed; that whenever any form 
of government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of 
the peopic to alter or abolish it." The 2ndsection of our state dec- 
laration of rights, declares “that all political power is inherent in, 
the people, and all free governments are founded on their authority, 
and established for their benefit; and therefore, they have at ail 
times an unalienadle and ind efeasible right to alter or abolish their 
form of government, in such manner as they may think expedient,” 
With these facts in view, the committee believe that the people 
have as good aright to repudiate any action of the government, the 
tendency of which isto overthrow, or endanger the great ends of 
free government, as they have to change the form, and that too “ia 
such manner as they may think expedient;" therefore the committee 
are of opinion, that the creation of any debt, not purely for the le- 
gitimate objects of government, is false and of no effect, either in 
law or morals; and thatthe only obligation which can rest upon the 
state is, to tender to the bond holders en masse, the whole pro- 
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eeeds;of the sale of the bonds; viz: the sinking fund, Planters stock, 

and all. of the interest, which the state holds in the Mississippi Rail 
Road company, and its assetts of every description. ‘True, these 
aré of little, if of any value, but whatever there may be we should 
tender them to the bond holders, first, - 

' Ist--The sinking fund 

2nd—The Rail Road and realestate thereto belong- 

ing, which in the language of the president is a 

monument of blasted hopes and squandered means, §00,000,00 
3rd—tÍndividual indebtedness for stock and other lia- 

bilities, amounting to near $3,000,000, which, in 

the language of the president, “I consider almost 

entirely lost to the company:” 
4th. -The 9960 shares of Planters Bank stock which 

in the market is quite a fancy article, and the 

sales merely nominal—for the sales of the bank 

stock was (in December 1839) at 59 cents in the 

dallar. The last sales of P. Bank stock which 

the committee recollect was at from 3 to 5 dollars 

per share: to place the highest market value, will 

amount to $48,800. 

This presents a spectacle, well worthy the attention of the Legis- 
lator, and will necessarily cause some reflection on firs: principles: 
- that is, the great principles upon which our government is found. 
ed, and will naturally present the question——for what was the gov- 
ernment established, and upon wha: authority? This great quas- 
tion is solved by the declaration of independence, and ourste 2 dec: 
laration of rights above referred to. 

The committee are well aware of the fact, that there are many, 
(highly and justly esteemed,)who are ofthe opinion that the proviso 
of the 9th section of the VII article of our state constitution has 
renderedthe Planters Bank bonds, a constitutional obligation up- 
on the people of this state; yet the committee honestly entértain a 
different opinion for the reason, that the said proviso is, itselfa nul. 
lity: being in direct conflict with our state declaration of rights, as . 
well as in opposition to the great principles of our National Decla- 
ration of Rights. The preamble to our state declaration of rights 
is, “that the general, great and essential principles of liberty: and 
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free government may be recognized: and established, wE DECLARE,” 
section 1. “that.all freemen, when they form a social compact, are 
equal in rights; and that no man or setof men, are entitled to ex- 
clusive, separate, public emoluments, or privileges from the com- 
munity, butin consideration of public services." 2nd. *that all 
political power is inherent in the people, and all free governments 
are, founded on their authority, and established for their benefit &c. 
Now, it must be apparefit to the most careless observer, that the 
borrowing of money by the state, and then to intrust it to the un- 
controlled management of irresponsible persons, is giving to those 
persons an exclusive “privilege,” as well as “emoluments” not in 
consideration of public services, such as are contemplated in our 
declaration of rights; aud such a construction of our constitution, as 
would authorize the legislature, to embark in schemes of banking 
and the like, must inevitably change the government into a despo- 
tism or a hated aristocracy; and would place an i'l advised proviso 
of the constitution, superiorto our declaration of rights, and in op- 
position to the expressed will of the people. The concluding clause 
of our state declaration of rights, pecLares “all the high powers 
therein, “to be excepted out of the general powers of government 
and shall forever remain inviolate; and that all laws contrary there- 
to shali be void." Hence, it follows that any thing even in the ` 
constitution, which conflicts with the declaration of rights, is a nul- 
lity—these being “excepted out of the general powers of govern- 
ment,” and inviolate. Indeed any action of the government in- 
compatible with the excepted rights is false action, and therefore 
we are called upon bythe highest considerations, to REPUDIATE. 

Is is strangely inconsistent to fastidiousiy contend, that not a sin- 
gle branch of the tree of liberty shall be lopped off; and yet to per- 
mit the tree itself to be uprooted. Again, this proviso in section 
9 of the VII article, is merely a compromise, which was forced into 
the constitution, by the Planters Bank influence in the convention; 
for by reference to the journal it will be seen thatJno. A. Quitman, 
with a few others endeavored to prevent the pledging of the faith 
of the state in any manner; yet he, together with his friends, could 
only compromise with the bank influence and present the constitu- ` 
tion with the proviso for tlie benefit of the bank; but this compro- - 
mise, does not, nor can it change or in the least affect the great prin- 
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-Ciples aet forth in our declaration of rights. These great princi- 
ples are beyond the reach of the legislature, being “exeepted.out-of 
the general powers of the government,” and can only be touched 
by the:people themselves. 

Again: At the formation of eur state constitation, the Planters 
Bank was literally astate institution, controlled by seven directors 
appointed by the Gov. and approved by the senate, whilst the pri- 

. vate stockholders appointed but six; thus the bank was controlled 
by the state directory. 

The aet at February 5, 1833, under which these bonds were is- 
sued and sold increases the private stock of the bank one million 
of dollars (see sec. 15) and givesthe private stock holders the vight 
to elect seven of the directors, and the state only sia, ther eby chan- 


ging it from a statebank into a privats stock institution. This is. 


See not that Planters Bank, for the ben&fit of which the pro- 
viso, in the constitution, was inserted. ‘The committee are unani- 
mously of the opinion that such action of the government must be 
rejected as spurious, or our government itself will be repudiated. 
The amount, though not very great has the same principles involv- 
ed that one hundred millions would have, and we cannot perceive 
by what authority the few persons at that time in this state, who 
did not possess more than the half of the present limits of the 
state, should presum» to pledge a tax upon those lands, and upon 
the many citizens who were not residents of the state. Ifthe mo- 
ney which was obtained has been left with us, there would have 
been some semblance of justice in requiring of us to pay over the 
money; but when we have nothing but the notes and obligations 
of bankrupts and broken corporations, left us, to liquidate this 
onerous debt, now amounting to near $3000,000, it behoves us 
calmly to take into consideration the means. What is left of these 
assets? Let the officers of these institutions who know most of 


the subject speak. They tell us that all that is of any value has’ 


been conveyed away to pay other, and sacred obligations, and that 
nothing isleft to indemnify the state. Will the people suffer them- 
selves to be taxed, to pay a debt which they had no agenay in 
creating, and which the peculiar form of our government, forbids 
the legislature’s contracting! These are grave and responsible 
subjects, which must be met; and that too, with that firmness which 
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-every stateagan, should Kave to meet any erisis and: decide it only 
«s the great principles upón which the’ government is established, 
SHALL DICTATE—to répudiate any and every false action of the 
government. Therefore, the committee are of the opi inion, that the 
highest and-enly obligation resting upon the ‘state is to tender to 
the Plantes Bank bond holders, en mass the proceeds of these 
bonds. Those who have beéu intrusted with the government, 
have never had, either in law or in morals, any right, to put, «ny: 
obligation of a pecuniary nature upon the people of this state; un- 
less snch obligations have been created in the carrying out of some 
designated and legitimate object of government—rirg, LIBERTY 
and the pursuit of sarrrvess. "The government being established 
upon the authority of the people, and only for their benefit; there- 
fore, if any action of the government, shall endanger these great 
objects, sach action is false action, and should be REPUDIATED.— 

Again: The great Farner of the republican party denounced 
a “public debt a publie curse,” and few there are at the present 
day, who will not admit, that a public debt is better calculated to 
overthrow our republican institutions, than any other false action 
of the government—of all evils, a public debt, is to be most depre- 
cated; for it bands the wealth of the country with the government, 
to force from the laboring many, the hard earnings of honest in- 
dustry; and every additional dollar, of public debt, adds strength to 
the government. This is what freemen must avoid or repudiate our 
happy form of government. 

Perhaps there may be those who will denounce this tender of the 
bank assets, &c. to the bond holders, as unworthy of a high min- 
ded people; but such, the committee will refer to American State ` 
Papers on finance, vol. 1. page 25. The great father of the fund- 
ing system (in the U. S.) Alexander Hamilton, says, the purchasing ` 
of the funding debt “would become altogether unexceptionable,” 
&c. In accordance with this suggestion the U. S. Congress ap- 
pointed commissioners of the sinking fund, who actually entered 
the market and purchased the ‘public debts. 

Noristhis all. By reference to Story’s Laws, U.S. vol. 1, chap. 
61, 1790. “An act making provision for the debt of the U. 8.” 
sec." 2, requires tliat the public creditors "shall fiend their claims, 
at its “specie value;”*and cértain designated issues of thé public 
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‘debt, should be funded “at the rate of one hundred dollars for one 
‘dollar in specie. ‘These terms many of the public creditors rejec- 
ted. The consequence has been, that they have never received 
any thing; and never will; yet it is difficult to conceive of any debt 
which presented or ¢an present, stronger claims, upon the public 
sympathies, than this debt; which was in fact a part of the price 
of Liberty. Yet many of the soldiers of the revolution died with 
these [unredeemcd} pledges of public faith, in their pockets. 

Much has been said, and written, upon the great injustice ofneg- 
lecting or refusing to tax the people, or to use the legitimate pro- 
perty of the people, to pay these’ bonds. The most polished, as 
well as the most feeling appeal, and indeed the most argumenta- 
tive, upon this subject, which has fallen under the inspection of the 
committee, may be found in the American State Papers on Fi- 
nance vol. 1, pages 76, to 81. — Án extract from which is as fol. 
lows, page 7'i—— "Permit your memorialists here, in a short, but iun- 
teresting retrospect, to remind your honorable body (U. S. Con- 
gress) of the cireumstances, under which, they ded to the re- 

‘lief of their country.” “Atthe darkest period of tho American 
contest, when the exertions of the enemy increased, aud the pub- 
lie revenues became greatly insufficient for the exigencies of the 
union, the hope of goverament rested on the spirit and patriotism 
of individuals; and every art of solicitation, every mode of assurance, 
were employed to obtain confidence and support.” The commit- 
tee regret that the time allotted, for the investigation of this impor- 
tant subject, would not permit that thorough searching, which its 

importance demands. ‘Yet, they earnestly hope, that the facts, ap- 
panded, will not be received, in any other light than an carnest de- 
sire to arouse every freeman tô the incalculable mischiefs of a pub- 
lic debt. l 

"These few truths, which possibly some may consider as extrane. 
ous, we are confident will not be received unkindly. Well know-

Mr Whitfeld, from the joint standing committee on accounts; 
made the following report: ; 

Mn Seraxex—The joint standing committee on accounts, afier 
a fair and full examination of the books ofthe Auditor of Public 
Accounts, and State Treasurer and of the vouchers on file in their 
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respective offices, have instructed me to Report; that they were 
well satisfidd with the manner and correctness in which the books 
were kept inthe Auditors office. Notwithstanding the additional la- 
; bor imposed on that officer by law, few errors were discovered, and 
those were easily corrected. Your committee tound no descrep- 
ancy whatever in the Auditor and Treasurérs office, and in justice 
to the latter, that owing to the precise accuracy in which his books 
were kept, the committee were greatly facilitated in their labor of 
examination. ‘The committee have thought unnecessary to go into 
& detailed statement of the proceedings and business of these two 
officers, finding the statement contained in their respective reports 
correct, The present incumbent found in the treasury on his en- 
trance on the discharge of his duty as treasurer, $1712,79 uncan- 
celled, and there is no evidence on th: books cf the office, or from 
memorandums, or any other information, showing to whom these 
warrants belong except $130 of the above mentioned sum, which 
John M’Adam claimed, and satisfactorily proved to the treasurer, `, 
that they had been left by him with th» late treasurer, RS. Graves, 
to be fanded; and also the sum of $56 in the same situation proved 
to be the property of John T. Hull, leaving a Lalance of $1503,30 
in the treasury. It is left to the legislature to say what disposi- 
. tion shall be made of these warrants. 

The committee have suggested to the Auditor of Public Accounts 
the propricty of so arranging his books as to keep the accounts of 
the counties with tho state separate, and distinct; and also of cach 
officer of the state receiving compensation therefrom; so that the 
situation of cach county, can be casily seem Bui as your com- 
m't ee are well aware of the great labors of that office, they would 
not wish to cause any additional labor to be imposed on that alrea- 
dy overburdened office, as the Auditor seems to think that the 
additional labor, above alluded to, could not be performed at pre- 
sent, without more assistance than is now allowed him by law. 

Your committee would further remark that tho labors imposed on 
the Auditor of Public Accounts is more than can well be perform- 
ed by-that officer with but onc clerk, during a large portion of the 
year. The systém adopted by him for the accommodation of those 
having claims against the state to. be audited in issuing à: number 
of warrants for the samo claim, instead of one only, which.would 
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be a compliance with the law, and which is dome solely for the 
gonvenience of the creditor, and thereby tending: to prevent tlie 
-further depreciation of warrants, increases largely the amount of 
is labors. Jn addition to this a large amount of lands sold far 

taxes, have been bid in for the state, and in all cases. where these 

lands are redeemed it throws an increased amount o! labor on that 

officer, not necessarily connected with the duties of the Auditor of 
Public Accounts. ‘These, togethér with the many other duties re- 

quired to be performed by that officer, inthe opinion of your com. 

mittee, makes it absolutely necessary that the auditor should, at 
least, for. some timeto come, be authorized to employ another clerk 

at the public expense. 

Your committee are of opinion that the safety of the public mo- 
ney imperious!y requires, that:the Treasurers office should be made 
more secure, than it is at present and forthat purpose recommend, 
that the Treasurer be authorized, and required to have the windows 
and doors of his office lined with sheet iron, so as to effect the bet- 
ter security of the fandsand books in his office.
